The Navy reported that looting 
has broken out in at least two sec- 
tions uf the Valley, where a section 
30 miles long is under water. 


Another report of looting comes 
from the Matsqui farming areas, 70 
miles east of Vancouver. 


The flobd threat in this area 
Joomed larger in this area today 
as Naval officers said one of the 
two breaks in dykes along the river 
was still widening. 


They say the dyke collapsed as 
pressure of water eroded the earth 
below, sending the muddy water 
through the Matsqui Slough and 
through culberts under the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway.

» Tagging Bass 


In Lutterworth 


In the township of Litterworth, 

Haliburton, the Department of 
Lands and Forests is tagging small 
mouth black bass from Little Gull 
Lake. 

Tagging is a process of attaching 
by catgut on the dorsal fin, a num- 
ber. This number is entered in a 
reference book with details of the 
size of the fish. The fish is then 
returned to the water and at a 
later date caught to check on the 
growth. 

Another operation of interest, 1s 
that of extracting spawn from carp 
and hatching to fry. These are then 
fed to muskelunge, in artifical 
made ponds, until they acquire 
fingerling slage, when they are 
then turned loose,

Arab leaders who are meeting in 
Ammn have promised what they 
call a “reasonable and moderate” 
reply. And it's expected they will 
not, flatly reject the cease-fire de- 
mand. It's more likely they will at- 
tach some conditions to their ac- 
ceptance. 

But the Jews are expected to 
turn down even qualified accept- 
ance. 

Leaders of Israel allege they've 
been the victims of a fast and 
tricky double-play by the British.

Sees Danger 


Load Is Not 


(BRITISH UNITED PRESS) 


If the Government continues to 
enforce its present tax program 
with respect to Canadian farmers, 
it may be faced with a full-scale 
revolt. 

At least, that’s the opinion of 
Professor J.L. McDougall of 
Queen’s University at Kingston, 
Ontario. He expressed his belief 
Thursday at a meeting of the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ Association 
in Toronto. 

He said if the Government per- 
sists in taxing farmers at the cur- 
rent high level of rates, the policy 
may lead to an over-all rearrange- 
ment of farm operations by the 
farmers themselves in order to re- 
duce the heavy tax load. 

Production of wheat flour in 
Canada dropped by approximately 
400-thousand barrels during April 


year. 

The official figures were released 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics. The Bureau reported that a 
total of one-million 955-thousand 
132 barrels were recorded this April 
while two million, 399-thousand 
and 74 barrels were turned out in 
April, 1947, 

Totals for the first nine months 
of the current crop year show’ that 
almost 19-million barrels have been 
produced, as against more than 21- 
million barrels {n the correspond- 
ing period last year. 

Said McDougall: “This is a dan- 
ger so great that I think it only 
wise of the Government to back 
away now. A heavy income tax in 
time of war is a magnificent de- 
vice for raising a lot of money---- 
but the attempt to retain anything 
resembling those rates in time of 
peace, when people lack the com-

pelling incentitive to pay such 
taxes, is to court nothing but dis- 
aster.” 

McDougali said tarm {income 
taxes had an’ advantage when rates 
were low and exemptions high, and 
when the total tax collection was a 
lower percentage of the national 
income than now, He added, ‘how- 
ever, that the tax was now in 
danger of losing all its advant- 
ages. 

He said, and these are his own 
words: “Aggregate income tax col- 
lected from people with incomes 
below three thousand dollars now 
exceeds that paid by those with ten” 
thousand dollars a year and over. 
This is not because they are taxed 
unduly---it is merely a reflection 
of the fact that there are so many 
of them in the lower brackets.” 


McDougall said that continued 
high taxation would destroy all 
incentive for farmers to work hard- 


er to improve their lot.

Dairy Products 
Up $5,000,000 


The Dominion Bureau of Statis- | 
tics reported Friday that farm | 
income from the sale of dairy prod- 
ucts in March amounted to more 
than 23-million dollars, as against 
ghtly better than 18-million dol- 
lars in the same month last year. 

D-B-S said that higher prices 
per unit were responsible for this | 
advance, with the weighed average 
being three dollars and nine cents | 
a hundredweight compared with | 
only two dollars and 42 cents in | 
March 1947. | 

And the government agency ad- | 
ded that this upward trend in | 
prices applied to all farm products. | 

For instance, milk in concentra- | 
tion moved up 91 cents a hundred | 
over the past 12 months, while | 
fluid milk and cream rose 57 and 
54 cents respectively. And cheese } 
milk was 53 cents above that shown 
in the same month of the previous 
year.. 

Butter fat used in the production 
of creamery butter increased from 
50 point six to 70 point nine cents, 
a jump of over 20 cents a pound. 
And dairy butter at 65 cents a 
pound in March of this year rep- 
nted a rise of 22 point seven 
cents over last year. 

In its summary of production 
conditions of Canada’s farms, the 
Bureau sald that moderate weath- 
er prevailed in Eastern Canada in 
the month of April---with average 
temperatures being slightly above 
those of the same month in 1947. 
And D-B-S added that farmers 
were able to get on the lend early 
in the month, so that prospects 
for:grain and feed crops are very 
promising.. 

However, the Bureau said that in 
Western Canada {it was a cold, 
backward spring with heavy falls 
of snow followed by rain and ex- 
cessive floods during the latter 
part of the month. In some areas, 
particularly British Columbia, 
these serious floods still continue, 

The late spring in the west also 
brought on an acute food shortage 
in some areas. Hay supplies were 
Practically exhausted before the 
end of April, and farmers were 
forced to use wheat straw and oth- 
er roughages of an inferior quality.

Czechs Cast 
Blank Ballots 


(British United Press) 
The Communist Regime is ex- 
pected to make the most of its 
victory in the Czechoslovak elec- 
tions, ¥ 

The government claims an 88 per 
cent majority in the balloting for 
300 parliamentary seats. Official 
figures place the bollots cast for 
Communist Premier Gottwald’s at 
almost six and one-half million 
votes. And the results are expec- 
ted to be hailed as a vote of ap- 
proal for the government that 
came to power in a coup three 
months ago. 

The real surprise is that more 
than 1770-thousand Czechs showed 
their disapproval of the Commu- 
nist leadership by casting blank 
ballots, There was only one ticket, 
and of the 300 candidates, 70 per 
cent are communists and the rest 
were hand-picked. ¥ 
That left only one of two choices 
---to Vote for the Communist slate 
or cast blank ballots. In most 
cases,voters had to cast their bal-, 
lots *under the watchful eyes of 
election officials. One unofficial, 
says that in Prague, so many 
blank votes were being cast that 
interior Ministry officials dismissed 
the city-employed tabulators and 
took charge themselves,

Early Vegetables Should 
Be Sown for Late Crops 


Quickest maturing vegetable is the 
early radish which matures in 20 days; 
and slowest are winter onions which) 
require 115 days. 

Between these extremes are other 
vegetables, which may take, 30, 40, 
60 or 80 days to reach the size and 
quality which best fits them for table 
use. 

In the early spring, these maturity 
dates are of Jess signitiance than Jater. 
Early varieties ‘should always be sown 
for an early harvest, but the late ones 
also should be sown for fall and win- 
ter use, 

As summer advances, however, ma- 
turity dates become more important, 
and before sowing any crop the gar- 
dener should make sure it has time to 
mature before winter sets in. 

Seed catalogues usually give the 
maturity date for each variety listed. 
From your local weather bureau you 
can ascertain the average date of the 
first killing frost in your vicinity, 
Compare these two, and you can eas- 
ily avoid crops which have no chance } 
to develop fully before winter comes. | 

Until June 1, however, there are 
few vegetables which cannot be sown 
with good chances of a crop. Lon: 
Season crops are lima beans, broceolf, 
cabbage, celery, collards, cucumbers, 
egg plant, kale, leck, onion, parsley, 
parsnips, peppers, New Zealand spin- 
ach, rutabaga, salsify, squash, Swiss 
chard and tomatoes. After June 15, 
«these may be risky. 

Cauliflower and brussels sprouts are 
fall crops, and sceds should always 
be sown late.

(British Uniled Press) 

Close to 100 thousand acres of 
green timber and slash are going 
up in smoke in five separate fires 
in Northern Ontario. Whipped by 
a@ steady breeze the flames roar 
through the dry timber and cut- 
over areas, engulfing hundreds of 
acres at a jump. 

T. E. Machie, Chief of the Di- 
vision of Forest protection, in To- 
ronto says the loss in timber and 
Wild life is tremendous. He says 
he wouldn’t even try to make an 
estimate in dollars. 

Upwards of one thousand fire- 
fighters, drawn from lumber camps 
and pulp and mill companies in 
the district, are battling day and 
night to bring the destructive fires 
under control. Half a hundred 

jumps have been pressed into ser- 
Vice, and new equipment is being 
bought. 

Despite the extent of the forest 
fires and the violence of the roar- 
ing flames which lterally explode 
the tinder-dry pines, Mackie says 
mo one has been reported seriously 
injured or missing. 

The two largest fires are--one 
in the Missisagi area, 45 miles 
northwest of Blind: River, where 
almost 50 thousand acres are 
ablaze--and the other in the Chap- 
leau area, slightly northeast, where 
the flames now cover an area of 
approximately 40 thousand acres. 

These two fires are from eight 
to ten miles apart. Should they 
join they would present a front 
of more than 40 miles of blazing 
forest. 


Mackie says it’s hard to discern 
where the one fire ends and the 
other starts, because of the dense 
smoke everywhere. He doesn't 
think the fires will join today, He 
says if there are threp more bad 
days the two fires may join forces, 
but that firefighters are doing 
their best to prevent this. 

The Chapleau fire gained almost 
30 thousand acres yesterday. 

The fire at Helen’s Lake, in the 
Lake Nipigon region, gained only 
about 600 acres yesterday, and now 
covers an area of seven thousand 
acres, 

The other two fires are---five 
miles west of Long Lac where 
some 12 hundred acres are blaz- 
dng on both sides of the Trans- 
Canada highway--and at Martin- 
ette Lake, 45 miles east of Schri- 
ver, where one thousand acres are 
burning. 

Mackie, says most of the fire 
fighting is being done with water. 


In extreme cases back-firing is 
resorted to. But mostly, says he, 
firefighters try to narrow off a 


finger of fire and drive it into a 
lake or stream. 

He says there's no chemical yet 
that ts of any use in fighting such 
a tremendous forest fire.

Ruin And Desolation 
In Wake Of Floods 


Aldermen See 
Fire-Fighting 
Demonstration 


Ald. Burrows

Chief ©. Campbell of Lindsay 
were among the hundreds who 
watched the demonstration of the 
latest addition to Peterboro’s Fire 
Dept., on Tuesday afternoon. 


It was an 85 foot aerial turret 
truck which is’ operated hydrauli- 
cally on both vertical and horizon- 
tal planes. The Lindsay aldermen 
were invited to be guests of the 
city for the demonstration. Ald. 
Kingsborough was to haye gone 
but could not arrange it. 

The hydraulic ladder which was 
also demonstrated here allows the 
fire to be fought from a height 
and yet it does not need to rest 
against a supporting building as 
the base is surely fixed on a 360- 
degree traverse attached to the 
truck. This is particularly useful 
in fighting fires in tall buildings 
The fireman is shot up to the 
correct helght and he can. stand 
off at a desired distance and send 
a steady flow of water into the 
blaze. A manually operated turret 
nozzle is used to direct the water 
into the blaze. 

Civic officials as well as the 
tax-paying public watched as a 
number of firemen were hoisted 
on the long aluminum structure 
and were manoeuvred. 

It was pointed out that if the 
ladder should run” into building 
the motor would immediately cut 
out, thus saving the fireman from 
danger and preyent damage to the 
aerial ladder. 

The truck itself is a sleek-look- 
ing job, painted a brilliant red, 
40 foot long and weighing 13 tons. 
Despite its length it is only just 
over six feet high. It carries a 
safety. net, aluminum ladders, 
pikes, axes and other fire-fighting 
equipment.

Emergency relief officials in 
Vancouver say flood damage is 
nearing the 30-million dollar mark 
in the fertile fraser valley. And 
an estimated 50-thousand acres of 
land has been transformed into 
virtual swampland. 

The officials say fruit growing 
towns along the banks of the Fra- 
ser River---which has been on the 
rampage for a week--now presents 
a picture of complete ruin and 
desolation. 

Personal belongings and debris of 
once-happy homes is floating down 
the streets of the deserted towns. 

These deserted communities now 
are taking on the aspect of ghost 
towns. Only soldiers and sailors 
are patrolling the streets to pre- 
vent looting. 

The Red Cross estimates that 
Some 75-thousand persons, “so far 
have been directly affected” by 
the Fraser Valley floods. And un- 
Officially it’s estimated at least 
four thousand persons have been 
evacuated from the valley. 

Meanwhile, thousands of volun- 
teer workers have won a night- 
long battle of holding the dykes 
last night for the first time in five 
Weary days.

SPRAYING COWS AND HEIFERS 
AGAINST FLIES 
Spraying dairy animals against 
flies at regular intervals during 
the summer months should be a 
“must” in routine of herd manage- 
ment, The increased production of 
milk and the efficient gains of 
young stock brought about through 
the control of flies is immeasurable. 
In addition, there will be an im- 
provement in quality of milk and a 
more sanitary condition of milking 
utensils by a planned schedule 
of spraying against flies, says V-S, 
Logan, Division of Field Husband- 
ry, Dominion Department of Agri- 

culture, Ottawa. 

Spraying the live stock should be 
begun on or just before turning 
the animals out on pasture. It 
should then be continued at regu- 
Jar intervals of from two to five 
wecks depending on the duration 
of the effectiveness of the spray 


‘There are a number of commer- 
cial fly sprays available. Some of 
these contain DDT and other pols- 

onous ingredients, while others 
have varying concentrations of 
DDT mixed with water or paraffin. 

As a result of tests made in co- 
operation with the Division of En- 
tomology a spray is now being used 
at the Central Experimental Farm, 
on dairy stock made up as follows: 
Mix one pound of 50 per cent DDT 
water-dispersible powder in 2 1-2 to 
5 gallons of water. This gives a 
concentration of from one to two 
per cent spray which has proved 
satisfactory for controlling flies on 
cattle. 

A similar spray, but of greater 
DDT concentration, {s used in and 
about the dairy and stables to con- 
trol cattle flies. This spray is mado 
up of one pound of 50 per cent DDT 
water dispersible powder in one 
gallon of water. 
taken to see that all food or drink- 
ing vessels are covered before 
spraying, as like most other insecti- 
cides, DDT is poisonous to livestock 
when swallowed in large amounts.-

Most housewives have not tried 
MSG yet because very few stores 
have carried it, but if producers 
have their way, according to the 
Journal, you won't be able to get 
along without it in a few years.

Add water half-way 
eo» and sprinkle enough sugar to 
sweeten on top. Place in oyen and 
cook until tender and until the 
sugar is thoroughly dissolved. The 
fruit stays whole and it has the 
mist delicious flavor you ever tast- 
ed. It is not mushy like it so often 
is when cooked on top and you're 
sure to like it far better. Some like

One of the most 
Striking examples in London fa- 
shion this spring is a lightweight 
wool suit combining white flannel 
with a colorful plaid. A loose, hip- 
length jacket turned back with tar- 
tan reveres is worn over a gay plaid 
skirt. 

And Nere’s news about wool 
sweaters you'll be buying for next 
fall. The Bureau of Fashion Trends 
in New York says that sweater 
styles next fall will feature a short- 
er pullover and a shorter, more fit- 
ted cardigan. The short-walsted 
cardigans are a result of the short 
and fitted suit sweaters that are 
popular new.

A CLEAN ELECTION CAMPAIGN 
THUS FAR IN THIS DISTRICT 
Residents of Victoria and Halliburton Counties 
must surely have been impressed with the clean-cut 
manner in which candidates for election in this riding 
on June 7th have conducted their campaigns to date. 
There has been a marked absence of any direct 
attacks on personalities and any campaigning which 
has been carried on has been of the accepted political 
nature. It has been remarkably free of the “smear” 
' tactics employed by less scrupulous candidates in the 
Ontario election. 
This clean-cut sort of campaign is bound to have 
a proround effect on the electors in the Victoria riding. 
It will have the effect of letting them judge the facts 
as presented by the respective candidates in their true 
light. Their conclusions will therefore have been based 
on reality and will not have been influenced by preju- 
dice induced by a little gentle “mud-slinging.”” Whoever 
the people vote for they will do so because they have 
been convinced by his clean-cut presentation of the 
facts as he knew them, that he was the man to best 
represent them in the Ontario Government. 
The mark of great men lies in their ability to 
deal with issues without involving personalities.” 


THERE IS STILL TIME FOR RECONCILIATION 
BETWEEN ENGINER COBB, THE CHAIRMAN OF 
WORKS AND THE TOWN COUNCIL 

There is still time for Hngineer Cobb, the Chairman 
of the Board of Works and Town Council to get together 
and iron out their differences and In the interests of the 
whole town it should be done. There is still time because 
neither the dismissal of the engineer nor the impending 
resignation of the Chairman of Works can become offi- 
cial before the next regular meeting of Town Council 
scheduled for June 8th. It should be done because if 
these two changes are carried out the Town of Lindsay 
is going to be put to serious inconvenience and needless 
expense. 

It must be apparent in the light of everything that 
has transpired that all the parties involved are working 
jn what they believe to be the best interests of the people 
of Lindsay. However, it must be equally apparent that 
the Town’s interests are not going to be well served by 
such a serious dislocation of a key department as is now 
threatened. 

The mistake which seems to be in the making on 
the part of Couneil is that they are now, and have been, 
devoting too much time and effort to destructive criti- 
cism of the engineer and Board of Works Dept. and not 
enough to constructive and helpful criticism . . . Unbiased 
discussion, has given way to prejudice and perspective 
is being lost. 

The folly of such action can best be illustrated by 
going back a few years to the time the twin sewer was 
Taid along Wellington Street. The Council then in power 
took a short-sighted view of the problem involved and 


overrode the decision of the engineer engaged, with the | 


result that the Town now must undertake the work they 
decided against doing. Mistakes like this should not be 
allowed to happen again but unless prompt action is 
taken at this time it seems more than likely that they 
wil’ 

In the case at hand there seems to be reasonable 
doubt that Council has decided on the right course of 
action “in dismissing their engineer: “Interested rate- 
payers. should take time out now before it is too late to 
make an effort to bring about reconciliation between 
the engineer, {he Board of Works Chairman and Town 
Council. Tt-is possible and it will probably pay big divi 
dends:in dollar savings. : 


WHY SHOULD THERE BE A 
FLOOR PRICE ON BUTTER? 

Late last week The Dominion Government announ- 
ced that a floor price of 58 cents per pound was going 
to be placed on butter at once. This means that Cana- 
dians have absolutely no hope of buying this important 
food for less than 68 cents per pound. 

Having already been turned down by the senate, a 
bill to permit the manufacture and sale of oleomarg- 
arine in Canada, Canadians must have been surprised 
at this latest move.As it now stands they are not only 
refused the alternative of buying a low priced butter 
substitute but are being forced to pay a stiff price 
for butter. 

Opposition can rightly be expected from the Cana- 
dian people to this attempt on the part of the govern- 
ment to “control” what should be a free market. There 
doesn’t seem to be any good reason why butter should 
not fluctuate in price the same as any other product 
in a free economy. The establishment of a floor price 
on butter is also the establishment of a dangerous 
precedent. 

Why should there be a floor price-on butter when 
other Canadian products must be priced in accordance 
with the law of supply and demand? 


NO PERSON SHOULD NEGLECT TO 4 
VOTE FOR DEMOCRATIC GOVERNMENT 

They had an election in Czechoslovakia over the 
weekend-but the electors did little more than go 
through the motions of casting their ballot ---- they had 
no real‘say in what form of government they wished 
to elect. You don’t have much say about that where 
Communists are in power because they do not like 
opposition and they usually take steps to preyent any 
effective. opposition from rising up. 

,Here in Canada the situation is very different --- 
it is still a democratic country and the wishes of the 
people. are generally acknowledged by the govern- 
ment. Likewise the people and the people only deter- 
mine what form of government they will have. They 
will continue.to do so just so long as they avoid sup- 
porting,-radical parties which advocate revolutionary 
changes in all phases of national life. 

When Ontario voters go to the polls on June 7th 
they should” go there with the intention of casting 
their ballots in favor of one of the tested and proven 
political parties. There is grave danger in lending sup- 
port to any radical party ---- Their stories and propa- 
ganda may. ‘sound good and-even alluring but their 

actions, should they gain power, may be quite another 
matter. 
‘ There is one other thing the confirmed supporters 
of Ontario’s reputable political parties should do and 
that is make sure they get out and vote. The one great 
weakness of democracies is the tendency to be comp- 
Jacent and over-confident of their indestructableness. 
This is a dangerous habit to form and has meant the 
undoing of. more democracies in recent months than 
armed might could possibly have brought about. 

If democracy is to survive in Ontario and the rest 
of Canada the people must get out in full strength and 
vote for democratic parties. That an dthat alone will 
suffice to guarantee the survival of democracy.

Low-back pain, due to infection 
or general disease of the body, is 
not relieved by lying down or by 
having the body assume any par- 
ticular position. On the other hand, 
jow-back pain due to injury, fall, 
slip, misstep or by poor carriage of 
the body, is relieved by lying down 
or putting the body in such a 
position that there is no “pull” on 
neryes and muscles of the lower 
back. 

One of the causes of low-back 
pain due to faulty posture is that 
found in those men and women 
with a large abdomen. Thus in the 
“Quarterly Bulletin,” Northwestern 
University Medical School, Dr. 
Samuel J. Lang states that if the 
overweight stands in the erect 
position, there is a deeper curve 
forward of the lower back, then a 
deeper curve backward of the upper 
back, together with a spasm and 
strain of all the muscles of the 
back which hold the spine bones 
together and the spine erect. 


Despite the fact that the bones 
of the spine are out of line with 
one another, Dr. Lang states that 
the pain is probably due to soft 
tissue changes--such as muscle 
spasm or to inflammation of the 
ends of the muscles as they merge 
into fibrous tissue before they are 
inserted into the bones forming 


Recent injuries, severe malfor- 
mations of the spine, and disturb- 
ance of the disks between the 


demands adequate medical care. 
When the patient becomes conyin- 
ced that obesity and weakness of 
the abdominal wall rather than 
pelvic displacements cause so many 
cases of low-back pain, she ts will- 
ing to cooperate with her physician. 
Reducing the weight and simple 
abdominal exercises often relieve 
spasm and pain.

PARENTS ARE RIGHT IN 
FEARING POLIO CONTACTS 

It is only natural that parents 
with young children worry when an 
epidemic of infantile paralysis 
(poliomyelitis) is in their city and, 
particularly, if in their neighbor- 
hood. Despite the fact that only a 
small percentage of those who con- 
tract polio are stricken with the 
serious form, and that much can be 
done even when paralysis occurs, 
parents usually have the deformity 
in mind should an epidemic occur. 

Many may wonder if there is 
really any cause for this worry by 
parents, and if ‘this keeping the 
child at home, away from play- 
mates, moyies, church or other 
gatherings is worth-while and will 
really lessen the chances of con- 
tracting polio. :

Egg Plant Pest Is 
Killed by D.D.T. 


Pick Eggplant Fruit When the 
Skin Is Shiny. 


D.D.T. has been a’ boon to egg 
Plant, because it destroys the chief 
insect enemy of this attractive 
yegetable. This is the flea beetle, 
which eats tiny holes in the leaves, 
and was difficult to destroy until 
D.D.T. was disccvered. Occasion- 
al dusting with the new insecticide 
disposes of this pest completely. 

Egg plant !s a tropical plant, 
closely relate’ to peppers and to- 
matoes. It tax-s so long to mature 
that plants are »carly always start- 
ed indoors and transplanted to the 
garden, The plants require an 
even temperature and do not thrive 
in cold frames. A dozen plants are 
sufficient for the average family. 

The dark purple frults are highly 
decorative, and if you plan to en- 
ter a basket of vegetables in the 
harvest show, an egg plant is an 
absolute must in arranging an at- 
tractive display. 

The fruit may be eaten at any 
stage of growth, until its skin be- 
comes dull. As Jong as the skin is 
shiny, the flesh within is in good con- 
dition, but when that stage passes, 
the fruit should be discarded. 
There are many tempting ways of 
cooking this vegetable and several 
different methods should be used 
during the season. 

Egg plant is widely used in Asia, 
Japan and the jslands of the Pa- 
cific; soldiers who served in that 
area had many opportuhitics to 
Jearn‘how it is served there. 

The plants require rich soil and 
should never be set out until all 
danger of frost is over as they are 
extremely tender. Set them 18 
inches apart in the row and keep 
them growing by frequent shallow 
cultivation. 

When fruits begin to set a side 
dressing of plant food will make 
the fruits larger. Some varieties

Tommy Herbert Bats 


An 80,000 Victory

Cleveland — (NEA) -- The 
light crack of a bat against a ball 
Wrought a smile of triumph to the 

face of 30-month-old, handiess 
‘Tommy Herbert. 

In Probate Court, while he 
learned to hold a bat, Tommy 
scored another triumph. He was 
awarded $80,000 from the New 
York Central Railroad and General 
Motors Corp. for the loss of the 
hands severed by a switch engine 
eight months ago. 

To Tommy's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Roland Herbert, the court 
decision was a major event that 
means financial security for a child 
who never can be quite like other 
boys his age. 

But to Tommy, the world re- 
volved about a bat, held deter- 
minedly in the crook of his left 
elbow and braced with his right 
arm, and a ball gently pitched by 
John Gallis, who lives at the Her- 
bert home. 

Probably, until he is many years 
older, victories like the one he scor- 
ed on his own private, front-yard 
baseball diamond will mean more 
to Tommy Herbert than the settle- 
ment his parents and his attorneys 
won, 

There are victories like holding 
a glass of water with both stumps, 
or handling a spoon or fork that is 
strapped to his arm. 

“He's very independent,” praised 
Gallis, who cared for Tommy. yes- 
terday. “He doesn’t want any help 
while he’s eating. He hasn't. had 
an ice cream cone yet, but he has 
tried lollipops. And you should see 
him clean up a cookie, to the last 
crumb.” 

There are victories like being 
one of the gang at the nursery 
school he attends two days a week, 
like picking up his toys and riding 
his bike. Like dabbing clumsily at 
his nose with a piece of tissue. 

There are defeats, too. 

“Be can't dress himself,” said 
Gallis, rolling up the sleeves of 
Tommy’s sweater, just above the 
stumps. “Can't even get into the 
baseball suit he loves, by himself.” 

And when Tommy cries, be 
cause mother is downstown, he 
can only wipe his eyes’ inexpertly 
with stumps that have no fingers. 

Of the $80,000 awarded Tom-

my, a trust fund of $70,000 may be 
spent only as the court ap- 
proves, while $10,000 may be used 
for Tommy’s welfare, as his parents 
choose. 

Tommy's accident happened 
when the boy fell onto a spur 
track of the railroad leading into 
the Fisher Body Flant of GM. 
Moved by the boy's tragedy, 


Clevelanders contributed more 
thdh $16,000 to the Cleveland Press 
Tommy Herbert Fund. 

Tommy’s father told Judge: Nel- 
son J. Brewer he wanted to buy 
another home so that Tommy could 
moye from the neighborhood in 
which the accident happened. The 
Herberts have two other sons, Don- 
ald, 5, and Ronnie, 8.

Immoklee, Fla,—(NEA)--You 
don't ask what's for chow in the 
Air Force Pararesctle and Survival 
Training school unless you really 
want to know, 

It's likely to be baked moccasin 
snake. 

The snake-eaters are students 
who are learning to become spe- 
clalists {n the USAF Air Rescue 
Service. As Para-doctors and Para- 
medics, they are being trained to 
drop out of the skies wherever @ 
plane may have crashed, and bring 
the survivors back alive. 

The Florida Everglades 1s just 
one classroom in the tough course 
these men undergo to become part 
of a five-man rescue team, made 
up of one doctor, two medical tech- 
nicians and two survival experts.. 

In the Everglades, they are tak- 
ing a leaf from the textbook of 
“survival intelligence’ compiled 
during the war in the Pacific. Sur- 
vival then for a combat flier shot 


down meant knowing the lore of 
the jungle, living off the land, 
keeping alive in a rubber raft, and 
waiting for a “Dumb! flying boat or 
a “Lifeguard” submarine to pick 
you up. ‘ 

The Pararascue tropical train- 
ing includes four parachute “tree 
jumps;” five days instruction in 
“fresh water survival,’ which 
means finding your own food and 
shelter in the swamplands, and five 
days of “salt water survival,” where 
the Everglades menu of snake, alli- 
gator, rabbit and cabbage palm 
changes to crab, fish and oysters. 

When the students come back 
from the beach, they still have a 
long way to go before graduation. 
There's another week of training in 
the desert near El Paso, Tex., and a 
tough final week in the mountains 
near Lowry Air Force base, Denver, 
Colo. There they jump into the 
trees and snow, and learn to live 
in arctic tents, lean-tos and snow 
caves at 10,500-foot-high Berthoud 
Pass. 

After graduation at McDil) Field 
Tampa, the survival experts will 
help build up Air Rescue Service 
into a world-wide unit. Its bases 
are reaching out into Saudi Arabia 
and Libya, ready to save the lives 
of Amerfcan airmen no matter 
where they may be forced down. 

These are the men who'll para- 
chute down to give you medical 
ald if you're ever in a plane forced 
down in the tropics, for instance. 
If they can’t get you out overland,

At the Minden Hydro Camp, 
June 3, words and blows were 
struck between the foreman, Arnold 
Laird, and one of the labourers 
Stanley G, Kellett.

At this point, the evidence ro-

Kellett allegedly sald if he could 
not get a transfer he would quit, 
and would like his time and mil- 
eage allowance made up then. He 
went over to the clerk to help with 
the mileage problem and according 
to Kellett, the foreman sitting on 
one of the beds in the office (for 
ii Was used as sleeping quarters for 

e foreman and clerk as well as 
an office) called him an insulting 
name. 

This started the argument afresh 
and Kellett told the court he in- 
Vited the foreman to go outside, 
minus jacket and glasses and have 
it out with him there. The fore- 
man stood up at this point, taking 
off his glasses, and according to 
Kellett came forward and struck a 
blow which landed on his fore- 
arm and a kick which landed on 
his knee. Kellett said he retalia- 
ted immediately by a punch to the 
mouth causing a tooth to come 
through the lip, making a wound 
Which needed thre, stitches. He 

@ollowed with 2 punch just under 
the right eye. Both men went into 
a clinch winding up on one of the 
beds and, in Kellet’s own words, 
“I decided he had had enough.” 

Mr. Lairds story was that all he 
did was to defend himself against 
the onslaught of Kellett’s punches 
and that Kellett struck the first 
blow. 

As soon as peace reigned the- 
foreman immediately phoned the- 
Provincial police. 

The accused was fined $10 being 
guilty of assault, with $15 costs to-

In Vancouver centre, a 38-year 
old Univercity of British Columbia 
student -- Rod Young --- defeated 
his Liberal and Progressive Con- 
servative opponents. Young, who 
will leave University to devote all 
his time to his new job as a M-PN 
won out over 54-year-old Liberal 
Ralph Campney, who is a former 
secretary to Prime Minister Mac- 
Kenzie King. And Progressive Con- 
servative Lyle Jestly ran third in 
the contest, 

Since 1930, Vancouver Centre 
had been represented by Ian Mac 
Kenzie, the former Minister of Vet- 
erans Affairs. The election was cal- 
led --- and the Liberal stronghold 
lost --- after MacKenzie was elev- 
vated to the senate. 

The Ontario Riding now has C- 
C- F members in both the Ontario 
Legislature and Parliment, C- C- F 
candidate Arthur Williams, a Un- 
jon organizer, held the lead thro- 
ughout over his P, C, and Liberal 
opponents. 

Final returns in the Ontario 
County Federal By-election give 
C- C- F Candidate Arthur Wil- 
liams, a victory margin of more 
than 19 hundred votes. 

Complete returns give Williams 
10 thousand 301 votes, with Liberal 
Nominee Lyman Gifford polling 
gight thousand 324, Progressive 
Frank McCallum of Oshawa ran 
third with seven thousand’ 55, 
yoting yesterday was slightly smal- 
ler than in the Proyincial election 
on Monday.

LINDSAY STREET BRIDGE 
IN DANGEROUS CONDITIO 

Several complaints have 
concerning the condition of the bridg. 
North. 

A stroll acro 
to convince any person that the bridge is no 
condition superficially. 

Without attempting to speak authoritatively regard- 
ing the main fabrication of the bridge insofar as its soli- 
darity is concerned, it is apparent that the planking on 
the pedestrian and vehicular lanewaysis in very poor 
shape. There are many holes worn through the plank- 
ing on.the pedestrian side, and on both the pedestrian 
and vehicular sides the plankings is dangerously “rut- 
ted” through constant use. As for the piers which sup- 
port the bridge, much of the chinking has fallen out and 
the concrete blocks subject to any erosion which might 
occur at these points. 

Since this'is'a very heavily travelled structure it 
would appear that the bridge has been, and is being, ne- 
glected. In the interests of public safety those in auth- 
ority might be: well advised to take early action to see 
that the bridge is conditioned for safe passage. If it is 
attended to soon a tragic accident may be averted — if 
it isn’t the consequences of neglect may become mani- 
fest through-misadventure by man or beast.

* pnt a token of our recognition and remembrance of the 

* Shut-In at all times. 

i Furthermore let no one think that by making such 
visits we are conferring a favour upon those visited. In 

‘ a very real sense just the opposite is true; they present 

| us with a privilege; invariably they render us a service. 
There is no gteater corrective for our distorted vision 
and false sense of values than to talk with one who has 
made and continues to make the skillful adjustment to 
the restrain and restriction that is the normal life of the 
Shut-In.. Anyone who has had the close friendship of 
one of these has experienced the enlargement of his 
own life. One comes to realize how feebly he exercizes 
the full measure of health and strength, full powers of 
body and mind which he possesses as compared with 
the amazing use that others make of their limited cap- 
tal of these resources. Truly they live “a large life in 
a small room.”

MAY NOT ALLOW COMBINES 
OUT OF CANADA 


Present indications are that 
farmers who own combines may not 
get a chance to take them to the 
United States this year. 

The Deputy Minister of Labor, 
Arthur McNamara, broke the bad 
news late yesterday. He added, 
however, that it was still too early 
to make a definite statement on 
whether or not Canadian machines 
would be taking part in U-S har- 
vests this year. 

McNamara sald he had received 
a telegram from a farm official of 
the United States employment ser- 
vice, And here, in brief, is what the 
telegram said: 

“As of today, the need for Can- 
adian combinés is even less than 
stated earlier thig month. However, 
late. rains have delayed crops and 
complications may develop around 
July first which will require out- 
side combines.

The main thing in making de- 


ing time, For really super jam we 
like the short pectin method. First 
Wash, hull and mash about 2 quarts 
of fully ripe berries or 4 cups when 
crushed, Sterllize jars so they will 
be ready, Into a 6 to 8 quart kettle, 
Measure the berries (4 cups) and 
stir in 7 cups granulated sugar. 
Place kettle over highest heat and 
stirring constantly bring mixture 
to a full rolling boil that can’t be 
stirred down, Boil hard 1 minute - 
and be sure to time it or the fla- 
vor will be lost if overcooked. Re- 
move kettle from the stove and 
stir in 1/2 bottle of liquid pectin. 
To measure half a bottle, hold bot- 
tle straight up and down until li- 
quid measures to the half-way 
mark. Stir and skim the jam, by 
turns, for 5 minutes, to cool it 
slightly and help prevent floating 
fruit. Ladle the jam quickly into 
the drained, scalded glasses, only 
to within 1/2 an inch from the 
top. Cover it quickly with 1/8 of an 
inch of paraffin. Melt paraffin 
over hot water, Cover top with tin 
or paper covering. This recipe re- 
tains that fresh fruit flavor until 
the jam is used.

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MAKE WORK LIGHTER 

In an article on “Summer Hints 
For The Bome” we noticed they 
suggest taking the glass curtains 
down for the summer and decor- 
ating with floral or other quaint 
designs on the blinds.

NEW GADGETS

tric vacuum cleaner with a dispos- 
al bag for the dirt. The company’s 
that’s come out with the new model 
says the disposable bag is made of 
very porous pressed cotton and in- 
stalled inside the regular cloth fil- 
ter bag. When it’s filled with dirt, 
the bag can be taken out and 
thrown away in a matter of seconds 
If you should happen to find your- 
self out of replacement bags, the 
vacuum cleaner will operate with 
the regular cloth filter bag. But the 
extra disposable: bags will be avail- 
able in packages of three. Another 
development of the new vacuum is 
the toe-control switch and the 
Kinkless rubber-covered cord. 

The same company has just an- 
nounced a new flatplate jroner 
without a cablnet cover. An addi- 
tional end shelf and a washable 
leatherette slip-on coyer haye been 
substituted for the metal cover. 
The manufacturers say it makes no 
difference in the operation of the 
flatplate jironer, -but that it does 
cut down the cost. 

NEW.TYPE OF HANDLE 

Very few women will ever realize 
the years of work that went into 
the development of a new type of 
handle, You'll be seeing it on your 
kitchen knives, your electric irons--~ 
and even on some of the new lug- 
age. 

Wedge-lock handles were dev- 
elped during the war to ease the 
use of crutches. There’s a simple 
principle behind the handle-- yet 
1t took six years of research to dev- 
elop the one-piece plastic gadget. 
Thousands of hand contours were 
studied. The object was to appor- 
lion the weight of a lifted object 
according to the strength of vari- 
ous hand parts, 

The developer of the wedge-lock 
handle says the thumb in particu- 
lar is wasted on conyention handles 
It can exert only half its strength 
because it’s forced to work in a 
locked and strained position. The 
new handle has a widened and in- 
dented place for the thumb to rest 
in a natural position as the fingers 
close around the smaller part of 
the handle. It’s been worked out 
so perfectly that it can be used by 
either the right or left hand, The 
handle can even be operated by the 
thumb and index finger only, or 
by the third, fourth and fifth 
fingers together. 

The makers say the handle doub- 
les the efficiency of the hand us- 
ing it. And when {t's used on knives 


or kitchen utensils fingers won't 
slip even though they're wet or 
greasy,

ry FRIED CHICKEN.. 
Those spring frying chickens. will 
soon be on the market and chicken 
loyers are just waiting to sink their 
teeth into one. The most popular 
way to cook them is to fry them. 
Here js a favorite recipe in case 
you are not just sure of your 
method. Pick out some young, spic- 
and-span chickens that look as if 
they had lived a good life in a 
neighbor's garden--better, to their 
eyes, than their own. Clean them 
inside and out, remoying giblets to 
cook and saye for another meal. 
This is the difference; Steam your 
chickens until they're just tender 
but not at all done. Drain them dry. 
Save whatever broth there is. Cut 
the chickens into eight pieces, 
flour them and put in‘a heavy iron 
frying pan, ro any good reliable 
chicken fryer---only a heavy one-- 
with butter. Brown all the pieces on 
all sides. Really brown. Then pour 
off most of the butter, if there is 
any left to speak of. Add about 1 
1-4 cups chicken broth or canned 
chicken broth and set to simmer, 
not cook, turning the pieces once 
in a while and seeing to it that they 
don’t cook dry. When very tender 
season with salt and pepper, and 
take out the chicken to keep hot. 
Now add two cups scalded heavy 
cream. Let it simmer, adding 2 or 
3 teaspoons flour mixed with a lit- 
tle cold milk. Stir. Don’t have @ 
lump. Arrange the chicken on a 
deep vlatter. Pour the sauce over 
it. Garnish with glazed apricots 
or other fruit and serve with cur- 
rant or cranberry jelly. This is Ann 
Batchelder’s recipe--'nuff said! 


HEAD LETTUCE

en leaf lettuce we didn’t know the 
difference this past few months, 
We are no longer surprised at 
the number of our friends who 
have planted head lettuce in thelr 
gardens this year.

Measure into extra large mixing 
bowl, 1 cup egg whites (7 or 8), 
1-2 teaspoon cream of tartar.

‘The continued dry spell - is daily increasing the 
fire hazard in the wooded areas of Victoria and Hali- 
purton Counties, Thus far there have been n0 80- 
called serious outbreaks of fire in this section but this 
does not 1éssen the necessity for extreme caution. 

In sonic paris of Victoria and in almost every 
part of Haliburton County any bush fire outbreak 
must be considered serious—more 50 than in the p 
more sparsley settled sections of the province. Not 
onjy are. many parts of the two counties heavily wooded 
put they ‘are densely populated at this season of the 
year particularly. A fire out of control could cause 
widespread loss of life and property, W hat is more t: 
couldspell ruin, to a big “part of an" important indus- 
try — the tourist industry, upon which many of the 
people in-the Jake-dotted, woodlands of the two coun- 
ties depend for a livelihood. 

Residents and transienis in these parts should 
exercise the nimost care with fire in all its many forms.

BARK—NOW A VALUABLE PART OF A TREE

It is said that pork processors have found a use _ 


for everything about a hog but its squeaJ. Lumber pro- 
cessors seem fo being going them one better—They 
afe finding new uses for the bark of a tree, 

The first issue of a new periodical, “Woodland 
World”, carries.an article which throws some inter- 
esting light-on recent lumber processing developments 
which are bringing to:light new uses for the bark 
of-trees, which was formerly considered a “lost” part 
thereof: Now it’s yielding cork flakes, short fibres, 
tissue powder, a cork fibre combination, and, the last 
seems to be a matter of mixing—it’s referred to as a 
cork-fibre combination. 

“The-uses of these substances are just as impos- 
ing,” the article states: “Use it in brick as a mixture, 
and you have a light brick product. Pick up a tele- 
phone and a plastic extracted from bark may be in the 
mouth and ear piece. Walk on a floor and you may 
be walking -on a-section of oxychloride cement using 
a-bark- derivative ingredient. And it doesn’t end here. 
If you want to make your garden grow better this 
same bark derivative is an excellent soil conditioner 
and mulch.” 

--. Experiments to date, it is disclosed, have been 
most-successful with the bark of the west coast Doug- 
las Fir -but the barks of other Pacific conifers are 
being subjected to extensive research. 

~ The barks of certain trees (not specified in the 
article) are being tested for such uses as absorbent 
filler for explosives, acoustics, -cleaning- compounds, 
the heat treatment of metals, buffing compounds, and 
as-a_pigment. are Tigi %

DISCOVERING ALLERGY 
IN BABIES 

I recently wrote about children 
who “acted up” in public, While 
both children and parents are to 
blame in most cases, there are some 
instances where the misbehaylor Js 
caused by tiredness, this tiredness | 
being caused by certain foods to; 
which these children are allergic. 

That “cross” bables may be suf- 
fering from allergy to certain foods 
fs stated by Dr. Ambrose McGee, | 
Richmond Va., in “Southern Med- | 
{cal Journal.” To obtain first-hand 
information, 150 well bables, with 
no history of allergy, were seen 
monthly during their first year for 


routine (not allergy) examination. 
The mothers were closely ques- 
tioned and the children examined 
for signs and symptoms of any 
type of disturbance. Only one new 
food was added at a time and a 
five-day, then a three-day interval 
allowed to elapse after the first and 
second feedings of each food. 
This thorough, carefully planned 
investigation of the foods causing 
symptoms in children gaye sur- 
prising results showing that excel- 
lent nourishing foods often were 
the cause. The chief foods causing 
symptoms were oranges and cow's 
milk casein, 39 and 32 cases res- 


pectively. This will surprise many | The thought {is not that. all). 


mothers but others already know it- 
The symptoms were colic, rashes 
and diarrhoea. Eyen spinach was 
the cause in 30 cas2s, though the 
symptoms were mild. Other foods 
which disagreed were mixed cereals 
prunes, tomatoes, cod liver oil, car- 
Tots, oats and wheat. 

Other symptoms of allergy pres- 
ent were vomiting, constipation, 
excessive crying, gagging, head 
colds, fretfulness, restlessness, gas 
or wind, sneezing and pain in ab- 
domen. 

From the above information, mo- 
thers can understand why their 
baby may be fretful, uneasy, have 
diarrohea and head colds---evyen a 
rash---yet is eating good, nourish- 
ing foods. 

“We must remember, of course, 


that the above symptoms of allergy 
may not be due to foods but to sub- 
stances in the air---pollen, house 
dust, feathers, furs of animals. 


ASPIRATION BIOPSY, 
PUNCHING OUT TISSUE 
FOR EXAMINATION 

Before the discovery of the X- 
ray it usually was necessary to do 
ah “exploratory” operation to see 
the organs in the abdomen. By 
means of the G-ray, many of these 
exploratory operations are unne- 
cessary as cancer and ulcer of the 
stomach and intestines, gall 
stones and kidney stones and other 
diseased conditions are discovered. 

However, there still are diseased 
conditions of organs and tissues 


where an exploratory operation is j 


not considered advisable and the 
X-ray does not reveal the condi- 
tion present. It is in these cases | 
that a new method of examination 
is now being used called “biopsy.” 
Biopsy is remoying a piece of tissue 
from an organ and examining it, 
usually under a microscope. 

Until recently biopsy was remoy- 
ing tissue with a knife or with a 
needle which withdrew the tissue 
in more or less natural condition. A 
method of removing tissue in its 
natural state now is being used 
and {s reported in “Hospital 
Weekly” of Paris, France, by Drs. 
Giraud and P. Cazal, who perform- 
ed 200 “aspiration” biopsies from 
1944 to 1946 inclusive. 

A cylinder of tissue fs punched 
out from an organ. In this frag- 
ment of tissue the cells keep in 
their proper position and are not 
squeezed out of shape or broken 
down, The fragment can be cut. 
across in the usual way with a 
sharp instrument in the same man- | 
ner as a piece of tissue obtained 
from a body. 

The advantage of aspiration bi- 
opsy is that the cells of the organ 
remain firm, particularly the liver. | 
Diagnosis in the case of an enlarg- i 
ed liver is particularly aided by as- 
Piration blopsy, which makes it 
possible to study various diseases of 
the liver--inflammation, cancer, 
cirrhosis (hardening) and others. 
Aspirafion biopsy not only reveals | 
the kind of disease present in the 
liver but also its extent and danger, ' 

Although. aspiration biopsy is! 
particularly valuable in revealing 
diseases of the liver without endan- 
gering life, it also is used safely in | 
the examination of enlarged kid- 
ney, thyroid gland, and surface and 
deep tumors and bones,

Prickman, Mayo Clinic, states that 
a patient with severe asthma can 
best be treated in a hospital. Pa- 
tients, who are afraid or panic 
stricken because of the great diffi- 
culty of getting thelr breath, re- 
spond favorably to new surround- 
ings. . ? 

The hospital room should have 
no rugs, drapes, stuffed furiture, 
feather pillows or feather mattress. 
Dust-proof covers should be avall- | 
able for pillows and mattresses. 
Rubber foam or air pillows may be 
used, The daily cleansing of the 
patient's room 1s best done with a 
damp cioth. No sweeping should be 
done where. the patient suffers with 
hay fever also; a pollen filter 
should be used. Transoms, doors 
and windows should be kept closed 
when the pollen filter is being used. 
The room should be kept at an 
even temperature and free from 
drafts, smoke, and furnace fumes. 

The drug recommended is am- 
inophylline injected into a vein, as 
{t relaxes or loosens the spasm of 
the bronchial tubes and the tiny 
bronchial tubes or bronchioles. 

To loosen the plug of mucous 
which prevents the escape of used 
air from the lungs, the lodides are 
considered best as they break down 
this cheesy or mucous plug. | 
cases of asthma need hospital care, 
! as most of the attacks can be stop- 
ped by simple methods; but in sey- 
ere attacks, where the patient and 
family are anxious or greatly upset, 
hospital care is advisable. 

The suggestions regarding cur- 

tains, drapes stuffed furniture, 
avoiding sweeping and dusting 
should and can often be carried out 
in the home. ~ 


ANOTHER TEST FOR SCIATICA 

Those who suffer or haye suf- 
fered with sciatica, pain in the 
Jarge sciatic nerye running from 
the lower back down the back of 
the thigh and lower leg, tell us that 
the pain is harder to bear than 
toothache or any other pain known 
to them. And when we see the size 
of this large nerve, we can under- 
stand the severity of the pain. to 
some extent. 

While most cases of sciatica are 
believed due to infection (teeth, 
tonsils, gall bladder), more and | 
more we are learning of cases 
caused by pressure----crushed disk 
between the bones of the lower 
back, strain of sacroiliac joint. In 
infection, pain {s worse when the 
leg is at rest and becomes less when 
the patient is on his feet. In an 
injury, the pain is less when the 
patient is at rest and worse when 
on his feet. Of course, infection 
and injury may be present at the 
same time, which upsets this simple 
way of learning the cause of sciat- 
ica. : ~ 

Sciatica is, therefore, a symptom 
---pain--and is not really a disease 
in itself. 

While there should be no trouble 
for the physician or patient in 
diagnosing sciatica, the classical 
test is Laseque’s sign. With the pa- 
tient lying on his back, the physi- 
cian raises the painful limb witn, 
legs straight until pain occurs, and 
then the leg lowered until the pain 
first ceases. If knee is bent the 
pain becomes less. 

Dr. N. Little of Australia tells of 
another test for sciatica called the 
head-flexion or head-bending test. 
The patient lies on his back, the 
Laseque test is giyen, and then the 
leg is lowered slowly until the pain 
eases: Then, with the other hand, 
the physician bends the head for- 
ward to as near the breast bone as 
Possible. If this bending forward of 
the head causes the pain in the leg, 
the result is considered Positive or 
a sign of sciatica. 

What, then, should be done once 
Sciatica is known to be present? 

Physician and dentist will search 
for infection, remove it if present. 
If infection is not present, the 
Physician may refer the patient to 
an orthopedic physician who will 
Search for some point where there 
1s some pressure on the sciatic 
nerve or its roots, 

In most cases of this extremely 
painful ailment, relief is obtain- 
able,

GOOD GREENS NEED SPECIAL 
GRASSES 

Golf and lawn bowling are both 
popular in Canada, but often those 
who play them may not realize 
the difficulties of constructing and 
maintaining the fine greens which 
add to the enjoyment of the gameés. 

Apart from proper construction, 
efficient draining and soil prepara- 
tion, a grass must be used which 
will withstand the close mowing 
necessary. In Canada, at least, 
there is only one kind which will 
meet this requirement, They are 
the bent grasses; Colonial Bent, 
known widely by a number of 
common names, such as Prince 
Edward Island bent, New Zealand 
bent, Brown Top and Rhode Is- 
land bent; Velvet bent; and Creep- 
ing bent. 

None of the other grasses is 
suitable for permanent putting or 
bowling greens. Red Top, although 
it produces a fairly fine turf when 
young, becomes coarse with age, 
produces an open sward and does 
not stand close mowing. Red 
Fescue, once popular for greens, 
will not stand close mowing under 
Canadian conditions, and the 
fescues and blue grasses, much 
used for lawns, are only satisfact- 
ory on fairways and similar areas. 

Good turf can be obtained by 
seeding and more quickly by sod- 
ding, but there is a third method of 
growing creeping bent and some 
strains of velvet bent. This is by 
vegetable planting where the sto- 
lons or runners are planted and 
produce new plants. In some dis- 
tricts the material for vegetable 
planting may be purchased, but 
generally golf and bowling clubs 
maintain a nursery in which the 
grasses are grown to provide the 
stolons for vegetable planting. 

Turf may be established at al- 
most any time during the growing 
season by any of the three methods, 
if sufficient water is available, 

Bent grasses are grown commer- 
cially in the Maritime Proyinces 
and the seed has a high reputation. 

WORLD CORN GROWERS 

The United States is the leading 
corn producing country with 
between 50 and 60 per cent of the 
world’s total. Italy, Hungary and 
Bulgaria are big European pro- 
ducers, and among Asiatic coun- 
tries, China and India rank high. 
Africa and Argentina also grow 
large corn crops. 


PEANUTS IN AFRICA 
French ferm experts are in- 
vestigating the possibility of 
greater mechanization in growing 
peanuts in Senegal, the French 
West African colony which is fast 
gaining importance in the produc- 
tion of this crop. The experts find 
that a soil conservation plan will 
be necessary if the somewhat 
limited areas suitable for peanuts 

are not to lose their fertility. 


FARM ON PRAIRIES 

Total area of the three Prairie 
Provinces—Manitoba,  Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta—is 481 million 
acres of which about 110 million 
acres are occupied as farm lands, 
Nearly 41 per cent of 732,715 farms 
in Canada are located in these 
provinces. The population of the 
area is slightly less than 2 1-2 mil- 
lion of which more than one-half 
live on farms or in rural centres. 


MINERALS FOR ANIMALS 

While minerals are important in 
animal nutrition it is well to keep 
in mind that extravagant and un- 
Warranted claims are often made 
for their use. There is no single 
mineral substance or mixture, com- 
mercial or home prepared, which 
ds. entirely suitable for all classes 
of animals or under all conditions, 
Says E, Van Nice, Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Scott, Sask. 

Common salt is valuable to all 
farm animals and may well be 
kept before them in a separate 


overlooked. At the Scott Station 
tests have shown that salt kept be- 
foré growing pigs produced a 
marked increase in gains and was 
more profitable than when mixed 
with the feed.

container. The pigs should not be. 
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the chop or monocalcium phos- 
phate in smaller quantities. These 
minerals help to prevent milk fever 
in cows or a géneral deficiency as 
shown when cattle chew bones or 
sticks to get needed minerals. 
Bonemeal for cattle is often mix- 
ed with an equal quantity of salt 
or one of monocaicium phosphate 
to three parts of salt. 

Although milk is generally con- 
sidered a protien supplemen,t it 
is also rich in calcium which en- 
hances its value in pig feeding. In 
the absence of milk tankage helps 
to supply protein and minerals 
of animal origin easily assimilated 
by pigs. 

Actual tests at the Scott Station 
have shown that pigs need direct 
sunlight or fish oil, to enable them 
to benefit by the minerals consum- 
ed. 2 

If fresh soil is not available to 
new born’ pigs, iron is required to 
prevent anemia. Treatment should 
begin three days after birth by 
placing on the tongug an amount 
of reduced iron that can he held 
on a 10 cent piece. This should 
be repeated once per week for three 
or four weeks. 

Horses and sheep on reasonably 
good feed require few minerals ex- 
cept salt, although a small allow- 
ance of bone meal is sometimes 
used profitably for growing stock. 
In some areas @ small quantity of 
pottasium iodide given during the 
gestation period is reqired to pre- 
vent an iodine deficiency in the 
young animals characterized by 
hairlessness in bigs, joint ill in 
foals, and goiter in lambs and 
calves.

ABOUT THOSE BUTTERFAT 
TESTS 

At this time of the year it’s not 
uncommon for a cream shipper to 
complain about the butterfat tests 
he receives. One day, for instance, 
a can of cream tests 35 per cent 
butterfat, and a few days later 
another can from the safne farm 
will test 30 per cent. 

Well, officials of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agricultural say there 
are several reasons for this. 

These officials say that perhaps 
the most important reason is the 
variation in richness of the milk 
separated. They say the average 
test of milk produced at this time 
of year is usually lower than that 
produced during the winter months, 

And they explain that this may 
be due to change of feed, weather 
conditions, intervals between milk- 
ings, or other unsettling factors 
that upset the cow’s sensitive 
mechanism. 

The stage of lactation is very im- 
portant. When a cow is nearly dry 
her fat test is generally high---- 
and the lower butterfat content of 
milk from fresh cows can appreci- 
ably reduce the fat percentage in 
the total herd production. 

In addition to the variation in 
the butterfat content in the milk 
itself, there are other reasons why 
cream tests vary. 

Some of the most common are 
speed of separation, temperature 
of the milk when separated, and 
the rate of inflow to the separator 
bowl. Even under the best con- 
ditions these differences are bound 
to ocour,---but the variation so 
noticeable at: this time of year still 
goes back to that seasonal change 
in the richness of the milk. 


REVISES FARMERS’ INCOME 
TAX SETUP 

Finance Minister D,O. Abbott 
Monday night in the Commons in- 
troduced amendments to the In- 
come Tax Act which directly af- 
fect the Canadian farmer. 

The most important of the pro- 
posed changes will allow farmers to 
average their income for tax pur- 
poses for a period of five years in- 
stead of the present three years. 

Abbott said, by way of explana- 
tion: “The present three-year moy- 
ing ayerage will be replaced by a 
five-year averaging on what might 
be called a “block system.” Under 
this system a farmer may average 
income for a five year period, and 
so on, The averaging periods do 
not overlap under the block sys- 
tem as they did under the moving 
average introduced two years ago.” 

Abbott said that under the new 
system the farmer will continue 
to use the oné-year carry-back and 
the three-year carry-forward of 
losses. And then the farmer will be 
Allowed to average on a five-year 
basis his incomes as they stand aft- 
er adjustment for losses.

Q. How can I clean oriental rugs 
to bring out the color, without 
harming the rugs?

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The TVA: Some Say It Has : 


a Private Enterprise Angle

Memphis, Tenn.—(NEA)—Critics 
describe the Tenessee Vally Auth- 
ority as an enemy of private enter- 
prise. But many residents of the 
valley insist that TVA is the most 

@nelpful friend private enterprise 
ever had in that section. 

Instead of injuring private bus- 
iness, TVA’s friends Insist that the 
system has created a new frontier 
of consumer demand so great that 
it may take years to supply. 

Floyd Jones, manager of the Gib- 
son County Co-Operative, with 
headquarters at Trenton, Tenn. 
believes that he can show any 
visitor, with facts and figures, just 
what a big boon TVA has been to 
private enterprise in his section. 

“Pet Milk Co. has opened a dairy 
processing plant in our neighbor- 
hood,” Jones says. “It’s processing 
67,000 pounds of milk a day from 
949 farms in four countries. 

“At present there are only four 
milk coolers on those farms - but 
25 others are in the market for 
milk coolers, At present only 15 
hhavy dairy water heaters - but 
approximately 300 others want 
dairy water heaters. Only a few 
have hay driers and feed grinders 
now - but most are in the market 
for hay driers and feed grinders. 

“That's business,” Jones says, 
“-private business, private enter- 
prise. It’s business for big man- 
ufacturers of elecrical equipment.” 
And it all can be traced directly to 
the work of TVA and the presence 
of TVA power, he added. 

The Gibson County Co-Opera- 
tive, which Jones manages, is the 
world’s largest electrical co-opera- 
tive from the standpoint of mem- 
‘bers. It has 15,000 rural members. 
It started 10 years ago with the 
aid of $25 borrowed from the Farm 
bureau to pay it’s charitable ex- 
spenses. 

I operates in a territory of West 
Tenessee where electricity wasn’t 
available, outside of a few small 
municipalities, prior to TVA. The 
co-op, with the assistance of Rural 
Electrification Administration lines 
and TVA power, has pushed service 
out to it’s 15,000 members 

Only one or two cotton gins, in 
the area served by the Gibson Co- 
Op, were electrified 10 years ago. 
But the co-op served power to 39 
gins last fall) Ther, are only four 
in the area now that are not now 
electified, and two of those plan to 
electrify immediately. 

“That's more private businéss,” 
Jones points out, ‘both for the gin- 

@ vers and for the manufacturer of 
electric gin equipment.” 

Back in 1936 there were perhaps 
a half-dozen farm homes that 
Jones would call electrified - with 
lights for the house and barn, 
pump for water, range, water 
heater and radio. Now, he says, 
there are at least 1000, and the 
number is growing every day. The 
market is just scratched. 

‘Over 1000 homes heat partially 
by electricty,” he says. ‘I get calls 
every day from others,* And we 
aren't trying to promote home 
heating. The power load is de- 
veloping faster than we can build

for it. We aren’t trying to build up 
power usage. The market is just 
there - and it won't stop.’ 

Herman Brawner, manager of 
the Pickwick Co-Operative, with 
headquarters’ at Selmer, Tenn., will 
processing plants at Bells, are 
home-grown: enterprises - started 
by local business men to serve a 
need and a market that were 
neglected before. Others, such as 
the Humboldt Full-Fashioned 
Hosiery Mill; at Humboldt; the 
Rutherford Garment Work,s at 
tell the visitor the same story. In 
the area served by Pickwick, there 
Were two electrical appliance deal- 
ers when TVA came into the re- 
gion, Brawner says. 

“Now there are 25,” he observes, 
“all making a good living, although 
the so-called ‘gray-market’ oper- 
ates als0..—. 

“Seventy-five per cent of farms 
in the Pickwick area that are 
served by electricity have three 
wires - which means they have 
either an electric stove or farm 
machinery in operation. 


Running water means as much 
to a farm family as anything else 
In Pickwick territory 4000 farms 
are in the market for water 
Pumps. Every dealer has a long 
waiting list for ranges and re- 
frigerators. About 1000 people now 
want electric ranges and about 
2500 are on refrigerator waiting 
lists,Brawner says. 

And the surface of this market 
is just scratched, he says. Elec- 
tric nes haven't even been 
stretched to about 35 per cent of 
the farms in the Pickwick terri- 
tory. 

That's just a sample of the 
farm-home market. The TVA 
area 1s dotted with new factories 
and commercial enterprises - all 
private enterprise at work. Many 
of them, like the soy bean mills 


at Tiptonville or the strawberry 
Rutherford; or the Brown Shoe 
Co. plant, at Selmer, are branch- 
es of outside plants in rural areas 
that were predominantly agricul- 
tural before. 

Plant managers and mayors of 
the towns all are careful to ex- 
plain to the visitor that these 
plants do not mean that some 
other plant was closed down in 
New England or elsewhere. They're 
all expansions—serving bigger 
markets.

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Israel’s Draftees: 


An Army Minus Brass 


Corporal Has It as Good as Major 
Once He’s Past Reception Center

Tel Aviv, Palestine—CNEA)--The 
Jewish army draftee js going 
through almost everything an Am- 
erican boy went through on the 
day he became a GI. 

There are just as many blue 
forms to fill out, and just as many 
pink forms. The questionnaires 
seem equally as useless. Chow lines 
and other lines are just as long. 
Under the hot Palestine sun and 
in the choking Palestine dust, 
standing in lMne here is twice as 
miserable. 

Two things make the Israél draf- 
tee's lot a bit different. 

First he’s whisked through the 
dull routine of the reception cen- 
ter in a record four hours: Seo- 
ond, once he's in the army, there's 
a minimum of pro-officer, anti-en- 
listed man regulations. Life is al- 
most as good for a corporal as it is 
for a major. 

The Jewish theory is that a man 
obeys the order of someone he 
considers a “buddy” better than 
the order of someone he consid- 
ers “phony brass." Thus far, the 
theory is standing up. , 

Although a raise in pay for of- 
ficers is anticipated, for many 
months officers and men have been 
receiving the same sum, $8 per 
month. Army wives, irrespective of 
their husbands’ ranks, receive the 


same allotment, $64 per month. 
Wives who are not mothers and 
who can work get nothing. Sixteen 
dollars is allowed for support of a 
single child, $12 more for each ad- 
ditional child. 

Homes of both officers and men 
are exempt from taxes and from 
all utility expenses and rentals. 
Although the government may 
later try to discharge these obli~ 
gations, today it is the electric 
company and the Jandlord who pay 
through the nose. 

Ex-soldiers of British-American 
and other armies, particularly 
those who are now officers, are 
pressing for an increase in dis- 
civlinary regulations and for more 
officer privileges in the Jewish 
army. 

Until now, howeyer, there is no 
required saluting. either on the 
street or in military camps. Sol- 
diers on duty stand at an easv at- 
tention when addressed by officers. 
When they salute, it is purely yvol- 
untary, and usually indicates a 
strong measure of respect felt by & 
man for his officer. 

In addition to base pay, and 
family, rental and utility allow- 
ances, Jewish GI's and officers 
alike receive free uniforms and & 
free cigarette ration. 

In most front line units, offi- 
cers and men eat at the same 
mess, eyen share KP duties. At 
some base camps, officers are sery-

Increased Coal Prices 
Imminent In Fall. 


It is the belief of local cealers 
that coal prices mill have another 
increase before the fall. 

According to a press dispatch, 
assurance was given, that there 
will be sufficient Pennsylvanian 
coal for Canada this winter. by 
Walter L. Bantor, chairman of the 
Producer-Retailer Committee, Pen- 
Nsylvania Region.

Answer To 
Tenant's 
Prayer 


Toronto, June 16 (BUP)--An ap- 
artment house, which might well 
be the answer to a tenant's pray- 
er, may soon be built in Toronto. 

The apartments will be available 
only to families with children and 
will rent as low as 40 dollars a 
month for a four room suite. 

The man behind the scheme {5 
Henry “Baby King” Solomon, mil- 
lionaire owner of seven apartments 
in Cleveland, Ohio. Solomon is at 
present visiting Toronto looking 
over sites for an apartment house. 

He wants a beautiful, airy lo- 
cation for a one hundred suite 
apartment with a one thousand 
foot ftontage. 


The reason for Solomon's inter- 
est in Toronto as a site for his 
project is, in his own words--''I've 
always had a warm spot {in my 
heart for Toronto, because I earn- 
ed my first dollar here through 
the Canada Life Assurance Com- 
pany.” 

Solomon says the present draw 
back to his plan is the high cost 
of construction. He's afrald that 
if he builds now, he'll have to 
charge high rents, which, he says 
would defeat the purpose of the 
whole thing. 


Mariposa, one of Victoria Coun- 
ty's oldest townships, has just suf- 
fered its heaviest sheep losses in its 
entire history. Mariposa Town- 
ship Council authorized payment 
of sheep claims totalling more than 
$500 — more than in any previous 
month on record. The claims were 
received in May during which a to- 
tal of 27 animals were destroyed or 
injured — many of which met 
their deaths through dogs roving at 
large and on which the township 
pay a bounty if they are killed 
molesting sheep. 

Sheep raisers in the township are 
becoming discouraged by the per- 
sistent losses and damage to their 
flocks. However, Mariposa is not 
alone in her plight — many town- 
ships in Victoria, Ontarlo and Pet- 
erboro Counties has had the same 
problem. Each report of council 
proceedings brings with it more 
news of sheep being killed or maim 
ed by dogs and wolves. 

Included in Mariposa's May. los- 
ses were three registered ewes.

Both Theatres Now 


The final chapter of E. S. a <n 
Meehan's 41-year-long theatre- 
management history is being writ- 
ten to-day in the executive offices 
of two of the industry’s leading 
chain operators to-day. He is re- 
tiring from the business after 
nearly a quarter of century ser- 
vice as manager of the Academy 
Theatre, Lindsay. His retirement 
follows the ‘decision of Odeon 
Theatres of Canada Ltd. to merge 
their Lindsay unit with the Lind 
say branch of 20th Century Thea 
tres Ltd.---the Kent theatre, Mr 
Meehan will be succeeded by Mr. 
G. K. (Ken) Garbig formerly 


_ manager of the Kent theatre, and 
now in full control of both units.” 
The changeover becomes effective 


‘Thursday. 

A familiar figure in the tHea= 
tre business here long before join- 
ing the Academy, Mr. Meehan was 
first associated with the Lyceum 
Theatre whieh was located where 
W. E. Baker's store now operates. 
Entering into partnership with |W. 
H. Roenigk shortly after the furn 
of the century, Mr. Meehan and 
he took over and operated the 
Academy theatre until Roenigk’s 
death in 1919, From then on in 
he carried the load along until be- 
coming a unit of Odeon Theatres in 
1941. Since he took over the thea- 
tre first it has been completely 
revamped, $40,000 having been” 
spent ‘on it in 1931. % 

Mr. Meehan has a souvenir in 
his possession which indicates that 
theatre prices are cheaper even in 
this inflationary year of 1948 than 
they were when the Academy first 
opened its doors in Lindsay. The 
souvenir is the first ticket ever 
issued by the theatre. He found it 
among some old papers while. mak- 
ing his last “roundup” of thea- 
tre mementos. The ticket was for 
admittance to what was then the 
Academy Music Hall. Issued on 
opening night, January 5, 1893, it 
entitled the holder to a ground 
floor seat for 50 cents. 

“Birth of a Nation” is still con- 
sidered to have been the best pic- 
ture which ever showed at the 
Academy while under his manage- 
ment, Mr. Meehan stated last 
night as he reviewed the progress 
made in the industry since he en- 
tered the field. Sound pictures, he 
said, were a boon to the trade. 

Asked just before he left to close 
the deal what he planned to do 
with all his spare time, he re- 
plied, “I am going down to the 
cottage at Pleasant Pt. and raise 
cabbages all summer, after that I 
am not sure what Ill do. 

Mr. Garbig joined 20th Century 
at Toronto in 1945 and assumed 
managership in July 1946 of the 
Kent Theatre at Lindsay. He was 
elected to Town Council this year 
and serves as Chairman of Police.

BOBCAYGEON APPROACHES THE RECREATION 
PROBLEM FROM THE RIGHT ANGLE 

A very interesting letter has come: to hand from 
the “Bobcaygeon Community Memorial” secretary in 
which is outlined the plans for the establishment of 
a community centre in the village to, in the words of 
directorate’s motto, “provide good clean recreation, 
education and entertainment for people of all ages.” 

What is particularly striking about the undertak- 

ing is the method being adopted to finance it. Unlike 
Lindsay, Bobcaygeon plans to finance their recreation 
cenire purely by public subscription thus ensuring 
that only those who are interested in such a scheme 
will participate. This will no doubt have a tendency to 
create a sustained interest in the plan by those who 
successfully achieve their goal, 
; The opposite will probably prove true of recrea- 
‘tion projects which are fully financed and operated 
‘by the municipality. Here there is no individual inter- 
‘est in the finished product and there is no driving force 
ehind it to see that it is self-supporting. It is a matter 
‘of supreme indifference to anyone whether it succeeds 
or fails. 

It is only where a cooperative effort is made to 

‘achieve some goal that sustained interest is likely to 
‘follow. Where the municipality. finances the under- 
taking without effort on the part of the promoters, 
interest is very apt to lag and a noble purpose come 
to naught, through indifference, neglect and other evils 
‘attendant upon the “silver spoon” method of obtain- 
‘ing any objective. 
‘ Of course, the matter of a grant to such a pro- 
‘Ject by a municipality is quite another thing. It is still 
in order under the subscription scheme, at the same 
‘time relieving the municipality of responsibility in the 
‘operation thereof and leaving it in the hands of those 
‘most actively interested.

It has often been said that the law can only pres- 
cribe democratic equality; it remains the duty of

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STONES IN APPENDIX 


Some weeks ago I mentioned the 
fact that, as several surgeons had 
{ound some small stones in the ap- 
pendix during operations, they 
thought they were grape stones. 
Further investigation showed that 
these stones really were small, hard 
masses of waste matter (feces) of 
the lower bowel. 


Just as gall stones are formed in 
the gall bladder and kidney stones 
in the kidney, so small stones (cal- 
cull) are sometimes formed-in the 
appendix. And just as gall ston- 
es and kidney stones may not cause 
any symptoms unless they are dis- 
turbed, so also with stones in the 
appendix. 


In “Radiology,” Syracuse, N.Y., 
Drs. B. Felson and C. M. Bernhard 
report their observation of 10 pa- 
tients with stones in the appendix, 
Nine of these cases were examined 
by X-ray from which a diagnoosis 
was made. One patient did not 
have an X-ray examination, and 
stoneg were found upon operating. 


In addition to the above 10 cases, 
Drs, Felson and Bernhard reyiew 
100 other cases reported.by other 
physicians and surgeons, conclude 
that stones in the appendix are nov 
uncommon and really present a ser- 
fous condition. 

Acute appendicitis requiring im- 
mediate operation due to perofra- 
tion of the stone through the wall 
of the appendix, occurs in nearly 
one-half of these cases where ston- 
es are present. 

Once the diagnosis of stones in 
the appendix is made, immediate 
operation must be performed to save 
life. Fortunately, in the great 
majority of cases, the X-rays will 
show the presence of the stones, It 
is considered that, in every case 
of stone formation in the right, 
lower portion of the abdomen, the 
diagnosis of stones in the appendix 
shoud be considered and steps tak- 
en to confirm or disprove it,

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When Onion Tops Bend 
Over, Harvest is Here 


When the Tops of Onions Grow Limp and Fall Over, the Blubs 
Are Ready to Harvest. 


When onion sets which were plant-| 


ed early and left to mature begin to 
reach good size, some may send up 
seed stalks. If this is the case nothing 
can be done to stop it, and the onion 
will grow no larger. The best plan 
is to pull such plants and use the 
onions at their present size. 


Breaking off the seed stalks, as often 
practiced, does not make the bulb in 
the ground grow larger; and plants 
which do not make seed stalks shoula 
not have their tops bent over, as 
that will not speed up maturity. Ler 
the tops et without interference 
until they become limp and fall over 
naturally; this is a sign that the onion 
is full grown, and a week or ten days 
later the bulbs should be pulled up. 


Leave them in the open for about 
two weeks, preferably shaded from 
the full sun, but allowing air to cir- 
culate freely about them. Then cut 


off the roots and tops, dry for two 
weeks longer and store in a cool, dry 
place, They will keep until Christmas. 

Plants which make seed stalks were 
probably grown from large sets over 
5/8 inch in diameter, so make a note 
that in the future large sets should 
be grown to make green onions, and 
small sets used to grow mature bulbs. 

If onion sets are still obtainable, 
some should be planted soon to pro- 
duce the last crop of green onions. 
To grow green onicns from seed for 
fall use seed of a white globe variety 
which would not mature but will pro- 
duce good-sized stalks before the free- 
up. : 
Spanish onion plants which are be- 
ing grown for mature onions should 
be thinned to stand four inches apart. 
An abundant and regular supply ot 
water is needed to grow-large SEAS) 
and it takes all season to do it. Culti-

Sow Pansies for Next 
Spring This Summer 


F pansy plants such as are sold in 
flower in early spring may be grown 
quite easily by the gardener who has 
a cold frame. The seed is sown in 
late summer in a seed bed which 
can be shaded and watered. 

{ Seed of one of the giant strains 
\should be obtained if one wants large 
!flowers. Violas may also be given the 
‘same treatment. All pansies are mem- 
| bers of the viola family, but the name 
is applied to those which have 


| “faces 
| If you have a seed bed made of} 
'fine soil shaded with a canopy of 
| cheesecloth or lath, and which can 
\be watered, sow the seed in rows, 
If you have no such seed bed pre- 
pare a flat shallow box full of sifted 
soil in the usual manner-and sow the 
pansies in that. It can be placed in a 
shady spot and kept well watered} 
until the seedlings appear. 
In sowing spread the seed thinly, 
Mix sand with it if necessary to 
prevent overcrowding, If the seeds are | 
too thick jt will be difficult to dis- 
entangle the roots of the seedlings) 
when time comes to moye them, As) 
soon as the seeds sprout they should 
be given all the light possible and 
plenty of fresh air. Do not let them 
|dry out. Protect them from the mid- 
{day sun. 
When the seedlings have made their 
first true leaves they should be trans- 
lanted to other flats, where: they 
ave more space, or to the cold frame. 
Florists usually moye them to flats 
where they are planted 2 inches each 
way; this is called “pricking out.” 
They are allowed to grow here until 
they are small sturdy plants. The 
amateur may short eut this procedure 
and move the seedlings directly from 
the seed bed or first flat to the cold| 
frame. 
Soil in the cold frame should not| 
be overmanured, but should be light 


ay 


and friable and reasonably fertile. The 
plants should be set in rows, 4 inch- 
es apart in the rows, and 6 inches 
between the rows. Let the plants 
grow in the open through the fall 
until the ground begins to freeze. 
Then fill up the cold Trame with dry 
leaves and cover it with the sash or 
boards, In severe weather the sash 
can be coyered with straw mats or 
any such covering, but this is not 
usually needed, 

In the spring as soon as the frost 
hegins to come out of the ground, 
the leaves should be taken off the 
pansy plants and the sash put onthe 
frame. The management from now on 
is the same as any other planting in 
the spring. The pansies will bloom 
under the glass much earlier than 
they would outdoors, and you will 
have pansies to set out in the border 
when the tulips begin to bloom,

cup of sugar until light and fluffy. 
Add one beaten egg and mix well. 
Then add one tablespoon of milk 
and one teaspoon of vanilla extract. 
Gradually add the sifted flour mix- 
ture and stir well. One-half cup 
nuts and three ounces of melted 
chocolate are the last two things 
added. After you've stirred in the 
nuts, pour the chocolate — either 
semi-sweet or milk chocolate—over 
the cookie dough and slightly stir 
it through with chocolate — Then 
drop the dough by teaspoons on un- 
Greased cookie sheets and bak, in 
a moderate oven about 12 minutes. 
The recipe will make about three 
and one-half dozen cookies, 

The second dessert for summer is 
a good idea for a teen-agers party. 
It’s called “Coffee Jelly,” and it 
has a touch of sophistication the 

young folks will like. 

First, soften one tablespoon of 
plain, unflayored gelatine in one- 
fourth cup of cold water for about 
five minutes. Add three teaspoons 
of instant coffee, one-third cup of 
Sugar and one-cighth teaspoon of 
salt to one and one-half cups of 
boiling water. Pour this coffee mix- 
ture over the softened gelatine and 
mix until it’s completely dissolved. 
The final step is to add one-fourth 
teaspoon of lemon juice and pour 
the mixture into molds which have 
been rinsed in cold water, Chill in 
the icebox until it's firm When the 
coffee jelly is unmolded and top- 
ped with whipped cream it makes 

é delightful ending for a party 
meal on a hot day. The recipe 
will make four servings.

LIVING IN BONDAGE TO THE STATE 

The exponents of planned economy must have felt 
a little uncomfortable as they read (if they did) a rec- 
ent article by Joseph Lister Rutledge, former Liberty 
publisher, on this subject. t 

Mr. Rutledge in his article, which we reproduce 
for the benefit of those who have not read it, very 
ably points out the fallacy and many shortcomings 
of state control, commonly or conveniently overlooked. 
Quote the article; ; 

Any tax, that applies to what someone has earned 
by his ‘own effort, is a tax imposed on initiative and 
daring and vision. However great or small the vision 
or-the daring may be, they are still qualities that earn 
yewards. To whom may the rewards more justly come 
than to the men who have earned them, not because 
they enjoy a rate of pay but because they offer a qual- 
ity ‘of service. Whenever we discount these facts, and 
justify it by expediency, we are taxing human progress 
and human progress involves everyone.” 

The vision that transformed the operator of a 
small bicycle shop into the head of a fabulous auto- 
motive empire and incidently earned him as fabulous 
a fortune, just wasn’t chance. It wasn't favoritism, or 
any pecullar advantage of birth or fortune. However 
one may argue against exceptional rewards this must 
pe admitted, as it must be admitted in the great maj- 
ority of such cases, the earner of the fortune started 
from scratch with no advantages outside himself—no 
advantages that were not equally open to any other 
individual. Had Henry Ford remained in his bicycle 
shop, no one would have grudged him his profits. No 
one would have thought of him as a capitalist, or 
challenged his right to push his business as far as he 
could. The world would have been satisfied that he 
had his rights and no more, but the world would also 
have been immeasurably poorer” 

- “4 planned economy, that would level out all the 
differences between man and man, must accept this 
Jimitation; It will level away all the advantages that 
exceptional men bring to the world. Maybe we would 
be more nearly equal, for what incentive would re- 
main to make old men to dream dreams and young 
men to see visions? If men really want the grim mono- 
tony of the planned existence, what is the matter with 
the prisons and penitentiaries? Surely: nowhere else is 
a man so safe or so equal with neighbor or more gov- 
erned and protected. He is housed and fed, clothed and 
instructed, told when to rise and when to go to bed, 
and what to do between. But the system does not pro- 
duce. the men whose dreams are to open a world of 
new enterprises to provide employment and happy 
homes from which can come other young dreamers to 
send the world forward again. 


THE PROPOSED SERVICE STATION 
“HOURS” BY-LAW 

Lindsay’s Council currently has before it a pro- 
posal by the service station operators in Lindsay to 
introduce legislation restricting the hours of sale by 
local service stations. ; 

This is a highly controversial: subject and one 
in which the arguments pro and con can be made both 
exhausting and convincing. Peterborough Council is 
faced with the same type of request as Lindsay e@x- 
cept that there is opposition to the plan by a mem- 
ber of the trade. The protesting member, wrote to his 
Jocal paper and placed his problem before it. It is 
interesting to note the reaction of the Peterboro 
Examiner on this matter, especially since the Post has 
repeatedly opposed legislation which restricts trade in 
any form. 

Here is what the Examiner has to say: 

‘A Man's Right To Work As Hard As He Likes 

“lséewhere on this page we publish a letter’ from 

Mr. John A. Russelle, an independent gasoline station 
owner, in which he protests against a bylaw which, if 
passed by the Council, would limit his hours of sale. 
A majority of the gasoline station operators of the 
city want the bylaw passed, and because they are a 
majority they do not care that their law will affect Mr. 
Russelle as well as themselves. But we think that 
there is a great deal to be said on Mr. Russelle’s side, 
and we feel that an important principle is involved in 
his case” 
, “In the first place, the matter is not one in which 
the will of the majority has any validity, If a group of 
gasoline station operators outside their membership, 
make rules within that association which are binding. 
upon themselves, that is their privilege. But they 
have no right to seek legislation which will affect 
gasoline statio noperators outside their membership, 
or which will prevent Mr. Russelle from giving the 
public a service which he eagerly desires to give. 
‘There is no good reason why the rules. of a trade asso- 
ciation should be given the status of municipal by- 
Jaws.” 

“Next, we think it highly desirable that there 
should be some gasoline stations in Peterborough 
which are open when emergencies arise. During the 
war many stations forgot their eagerness to serve the 
public. Mr. Russelle has not forgotten this great vir- 
tue, and we do not see why his enthusiasm should be 
dampened by an association of which he is not a 
member.” : 

“Hinally, we defend Mr. Russelle’s right to work as 
hard as he likes, when he likes. Virtually everything 
that has made commercial history has been done by 
men who are ready to work longer and harder than 
their rivals, and who were ready to serve the public 
when the public wanted service. We are confident 
that the Council has far too much good sense to allow 
itself to be made the tool of a trade association, 
or to'be put in a position where it Jenies a man the 
right ‘to work as hard as he pleases.”

At the last regular meeting of Council members’ | 


were told by one of their number that he had received 
complaints concerning employees of the Board of 

Works Department who were drinking spirits either 
on the job, or during working hours. This the Council 
chose not to discuss at that meeting but will quite 
likely make it their business to do so at a later meet-» 
ing as it would seem to merit closest investigation 
Such a serious charge could not go uncontested. © 

A few days. after this meeting it was reported 
that a roadway which had been freshly tarred. (or 
oiled) had caught fire---this was followed by a-like 
report of similar incident 24 hours later. Here again. 
something seems to be amiss as such incidents have 
not been recorded in Lindsay before to the best of 
the Fire Department’s knowledge. 

» The Board of Works Dept. is one of the Town's 
most vital departments and one in which every rate- 
payer is interested to the extent of knowing that ‘it 
functions efficiently ad economically. Careless man- 
agement of the department can prove very costly 
indeed. 

Tt must strike townsfolk as being rather: signifi- ~ 
cant that during the time the Board of Works Depart-. 
ment was under the supervision of a competent 
engineer such unfavorable reports or incidents were 
not recorded. Whatever the alleged technical: short- 
comings of the engineer it must be recognized that’ 
he evidently kept order on the job, something which . 
seems to be lacking at the present time. 

No doubt Council will see its way clear to have 
the ‘‘drinking” charges thoroughly investigated and a 
report tabled on this coupled with one on the cause 
of the two street fires, both of which should be ex- 
plained for the benefit of the townsfolk. These are 
matters which call for prompt and thorough investi- 
gation by Town Council. 


RUSH HOUR SUPERVISION AT 
MAIN INTERSECTIONS NEEDED 

Not a few Lindsay people have expressed the 
opinion in the past that the three main downtown 
intersections need supervision during rush hours. As 
a remedy for the situation it has been suggested that 
either traffic lights be installed or the intersections 
provided with police supervision. At a recent meeting 
of Council the suggestion of installing traffic llghts 
was considered and rejected. The cost to the town would 
have been about $2,500 for two traffic lights and one 
blinker for which the Council could not see its way 
clear to provide the necessary funds. Obviously there’ 
is nothing left’ now, for a while at least but to give 
further consideration to having the worst of the inter- 
sections policed during rush hours, > 

Anyone attempting to cross the William and Kent 
Sts., Cambridge and Kent Sts., or Lindsay and Kent 
Sts. intersections during periods of peak traffic will’, 
admit that the going is not easy.

DIZZINESS,HEAD NOISES, LOSS 
OF HEARING, NAUSEA AND 
VOMITING, 

I can well remember three friends 
of my parents who suffered with 
dizziness, head noises, partial loss 
of hearing, nausea and yomiling, 
These patients rested for a few 
days in a darkened room unti) the 
attack passed away At that time 


the cause was unknown, and treat- 
ment was by rest and quieting 
drugs. 

For many years this ailment has 
been called Meniere's disease, and 
one outstanding cause is known, to 
be too much fluid in the region of 
the ear, especially in the lining of 
the balancing canals -- too much 
fluid or secretion being manufact- 
ured, Cutting down on table salt 
and all Jiquids helps so many cases 
by reducing the fluid in the body. 

In the “Canadian Medical As- 
sociation Journal,” Dr, P. E. Ireland 
Toronto General Hospital, gives 
symptoms of Meniere's disease -~ 
dizziness, tinnitus (head nolses),, 
and loss of hearing. The diaziness 
is of the rotary type --- objects 
going round and round as with a 
clock or in the opposite direction, 
The head noises may be a ringing 
singing or ticking in the ears. The 
loss of hearing may be slight or 
severe or a change from natural 
sounds. Sometimes an aura or 
warning occurs before the attack 
occurs, 

While this is not a fatal disease 
Dr. Ireland states that “it can by 
its persistence and the violence of 
attacks reduce the patient to 
chronic inyalidism,” 

Treatment is medical and surg- 


ical, and the former should be giyen 
a fair trial before the latter, The 


medical treatment consists of in-. 


jections of histamine or nicotinic 
acid, reducing liquids and giving 
ammonium or potassium chloride 
to. drive water out of the body 
The surgical treatment is cutting 
the eighth or hearing nerve. 

One of the medical or diet treat- 
ments for Meniere's disease sug- 
gested by Dr. T, Cathorne is: 

I. Neither salt nor soda to be used 
in cooking or at the table. 2. The 
following foods must be avoided: 


;| Bacon, ham, corned beef, salt beef, 
| sausage meat, 


breakfast cereals, 
Meat extracts, gravy, tinned fish, 
smoked fish, shell fish, baked beans 
meat and fish pastes. 3, Cheese and 
Salt butter should be taken sparing- 
ly. 4. Bread baked free of salt if 
possible. 5, Not more than 2 1-2 
pints of fluids in 24 hours. 


The Lowly Onion Kills Harmful 
Organisms 

‘Good cooks tell us that they 
could not get along without onions 
and garlic; that while the actual 
taste and smell may not be notice- 
able in the food eaten, onions and 
garlic make it more appetizing, 
Research workers, but not the 
public, have known for years that 
the vapor of onions and garlic has 
the power to kil! harmful organ- 
isms present in the blood and in 
soré throat, infected gums, skin 
ulcers and other infections. Onion 
vapor is particularly effective in 
killing the tiny animals or inscots 
causing ringworm, athlete's foot 


and fungus skin diseases, killing 
them within three minutes. 

In “Sience,”.E. F, Kohman re- 
ports that chewing raw onion from 
1 to 8 minutes usually killed all or- 
ganisms in the mouth, 

Recent investigations on suppur- 
ating (pus) wounds exposed to va- 
por from raw onion paste for 10 
minutes showed change in the color 
of the wound from gray to rose, 
an end of the formation of pus.dis- 
appearance/ of foul odor and pain, 
and the beginning of healing. 

We are all familiar with ~ the 
Qowing of those tears when we or 
others are cleaning an onion. We 
feel that the juice of the onion ac- 
tually gets into the eyes, and these 


"| Investigators find that this is act 


ually the case. 

It is not the onion vapor, how- 
ever that causes the ears. The tight 
skin of the onion when broken al- 
lows the juice under pressure to 
Cause a spray .of tiny, invisible 
droplets to get into the eyes. Thus 
we find that both the vapor of the 
onion and the juice also have the 
power of destroying harmful or- 
ganisms. 

As we grasp the above inform- 
ation we must acknowledge that 
many of the legends regarding the 
health-giving power of the onion 
had e basis in fact. “There is pro- 
bably ao other food to which is at- 
tached so much legendary history 
a: in the case of the onion, many 
of which legends have a bearing on 
physic-1 health,” 

Most of us have heard of onion 
poultices for sore. and wounds,and 
eating onions for a sore throat. It 
is interesting to know that our fore 
fathers had knowledge that recent 
sctentific investigations have proy-

Jent and physician suspect cancer 

in a patient of middle age. 

While patient and physiclan can 
be excused for not recognizing 
stomach cancer, there is really no 
excuse why skin cancer should go 
untreated until serious damage 
if not death, occurs. 

In a special article on cutaneous 

(skin) cancer in the “Journal of 
the American Medical Associa: 
sponsored by the Association and 
the American’ Cancer Society, Dr. 
Henry E. Michelson, Minneapolis, 
States that as a large percentage of 
cutaneous cancers occur on the ex- 
posed parts of the body there 
should be Jittle difficulty in re- 
cognizing them. “The ease with 
which specimen; for microscopic 
study can be obtained makes diag- 
nosis easy.” 
. Despite the fact that skin cancer 
can be so easily recognized, thou- 
sands of skin cancers are missed 
because the simple microscopic 
test is not made. Delay in not re- 
cognizing and treating early skin 
cancer allows the “innocent” grow- 
th to reach the stage where opera- 
tion or other treatment will not be 
of any help. ’ 

Another point is that even if a 
growth has been present for years, 
when we reach 4 certain age it may 
develop into cancer. “One should 
never merely watch a tiny growth 
because jt is small and not causing 


for treatment.” 

The thought, then is that there 
should be no careful watching or 
waiting about any growth in the 
skin; it is or is not cancer. If cancer, 
then early treatment radium, 
X-ray or surgery -- should be given 
immediately. 


REMOVAL OF TONSILS AND 
TEETH AT OR NEAR INFANTILE

Ihave spoken before of the great 
danger to children who have re- 
cently had their tonsils removed--" 
that is, a few weeks before the po- 
lio season, The Percentage of cases 
of the crippling type of polio 
among these children-is many 
times that of children who haye 
not undergone a recent operation. 

T also have spoken before of the 
findings of research workers who 
Teport that children with infected 
(carious) teeth, particularly where 
the pulp is exposed, also are more 
likely to develop the serious (bul:

In “Industrial Medicine?’ Drs. 
H. H. Reese and J. G. Frisch state 
that the actual findings of phy- 
siclans show a high frequency of 
the bulbar type of polio among 
Persons submitting to tons{llectomy 
or extraction of teeth at the time 
of pollo epidemics: This would 
seem to indicate that surgical op- 
erations expose nerve endings, 
Permitting transmission of the 
virus (organism) toward the nerves 
of the face and head. The exa- 
mination of bodies after death 
shows this to be the case. 

Even when the pulp (nerve and 
blood vessels) is not exposed, the 
tiny tubules or crevices in the teeth 
present a pathway from 60 to 250 
times greater in size than {is neces- 
smry for the passage of the tiny 
virus which causes polio. 

Drs. Reese and Frisch make ah 
urgent plea to parents, physicians 
and dentists to prevent dental de- 
cay and to seal off infecting or- 
ganism during the early summer 
months in the hope that the num- 
ber of cases of polio may at Jeast 
be reduced,

At Whitby 


Whitby, June 14 (BUP)--Cornell 
University’s contribution to wheat- 
growing farmers is undér tést néar 
Whitby, Ontario . 

The first trail patch of the new 
fall wheat-known as Cornéll 595-- 
has réached a height of five feet 
at dim  MeMorrow’s “Ancarol 
Farm,” three miles east of Whitby. 
And McMorrow is looking for a 
yield of some 20 bushels more per 
acre than from ordinary wheat. 

The normal yiéld is from 40 to 
43 bushels per acre. But McMor- 
row expects at least 62 bushels an 
acre from Cornell 595, 

The Experimental patch is ex- 
pected to stand up well under On- 
tario’s climate. And if it does, 
farmers will probably try to obtain 
samples, although it {s not a ré- 
istered seed.

of a foundation supporting the wall

white settlement of New England 


chaeologists, established colonies 
along the New England coast and 
had a permanent settlement at New 
port as early as 1100. They point to 
records which show that Bishop 
Eric Gnupsson of Greenland made 
a voyage to America about the 
year 1300—presumably to visit the 


Christian colony which they con- 


tend had already been established 
in Rhode Island. 

They also call attention to the 
existence of old letters and docu- 
ments in Norway and Sweden which 
indicate tHat the Newport colony 


- contributed to the Crusades in the 
e form of timber, whale oil, grapes 


and other products, But their most 
emphatic arguments center about 
the old stone structure itself. 

Its tower, they state, closely re- 
sembles hundreds of round church- 
és built in Europe during the Mid- 
dle Ages. The second-story fire- 
place in the tower has its proto- 
type in many Medieval round 
churches patterned after the 
Church of the Holy Sepulchre in 
Jerusalem, and that the projecting 
cornices of the supporting pillars 
originally held up the beams and 
rafters of a surrounding corridor. 

According to Jerry J. Sullivan, 
Newport Park Commission head, 
many archaeologists from leading 
universities have previously sought 
to excavate the tower. Up to now 
they have been denied permission 
because ft was feared that the tow- 
er might be damaged or destroyed.

In-summing up to the jury the 
Judge said he believed the police 
evidence as reported and the evi- 
dence of injuries to them as wit- 
nessed by Dr. Walker.

Ontario is to float a public bond 


issue to pay for the province's share 
of the proposed joint power project 
on the St. Lawrence River. 


The project -- split equally be- 
tween the province and New York 
State — will produce more Hing 
two-million horsepower. 

Canadian Boards of Trade and 
Chambers of Commerce want a 
new Dominion-Provincial Confer- 
ence to be held on tax problems.

Beer Prices 
Are Advanced 


Toronto, June 17 (BUP) —-Ontar- 
io beer drinkers will be paying 
more for their beverage starting 
today. 

Golonel William  Griesinger, 
Chairman of the Liquor Control 
Board announced last night that 
the price of beer, sold in brewer's 
warehouses, will be increased to- 
day. 

The retall price of a case of beer 
has been raised from three dollars 
and 50 cent to three dollars and 75 
cents. However the refund on emp- 
ties has been pushed up from 72 
cents for 24 pints to 75 cents, leav- 
ing a net increase of 22 cents. 
Said Griesinger— “Every other 
product has gone up and the cost 
of producing beer is in no way dif- 
ferent from other commodities.” 
He says “This is the first in- 
crease in the price of beer since 
1943, 

He says—‘Tt {s still cheaper in 
Ontario than in any other prov- 
ince.”

He was also a member of the 
Uindsay Kiwanis Club, The Lind- 
say Board of Health and Cambridge 
Street United Church.

PEOPLE WOULD DEPOSIT MONEY 
IF THEY HAD MONEY TO DEPOSIT 

When banks conduct an advertising campaign to 
he advantages of saving, it is like telling people 
good health is desirable, or that food is the best 
g to eat. People know that to have money in the 
bank is a good thing. The trick is to put it there and, 
is th to leave it long enough for the per- 
centage of interest to grow on it, like mould on cheese, 

The banks might, if they could, tell the people 
how to do this with more profit to themselves and 
to the delight and gratitude of the people. Urging 
the people to “deposit regularly” is not enough. They 
do that now. On pay days, as regular as clockwork, 
deposit money in the bank. Then they write 
cheques to meet bills up to a sum equal to the amount 
they have deposited. These transactions are unecon- 
omical to the banks and to the depositors. The banks 
spend money on staff and stationéry to enter in their 
ledgers a deposit and before theyrhave time to-invest 
it and get something out of it for their trouble, the 
money is withdrawn. The depositors, too, lose money 
because every cheque costs them six cents more than 
the amount they deposited—three for tax and thrée

zo on a diet and because they are forced to cut down 
and forced to disobey the banker's sensible advice. 
This in turn sends them to the doctor for treatment, 
that means another cheque to write next pay 


and 
day. 

In other words the banks might as well quit tell- 
ing people about the advantages of depositing nioney 
and try preaching to them, to the manufacturers, to 
lahor, to retailers, to farmers, to everyone, the bene- 
fitz of not heaving and puffing at prices and wages. 
As long as prices are pushed up by increased wages, 
and as long as wages are being raised to keep up with 
prices, the consumers, which means everyone, will re- 
main In a state of breathlessness dashing to the bank 
to deposit money and rushing back to write cheques 
just so that they may hold their place in a mad 
carousel. —Telegram.

| ROBERT GEORGE WEBSTER. 


On June 4th, 1948. Robert George 

Webster died in his 98th year at 
Kamloops Hospital, B- Cc.

NEW READY MIX

HELPFUL HINTS 
And here are some general hints 
that may be helpful in the kitchen 
this summer. Hard cooked eggs 
start playing a bigger part in 
meals---elther as part of a picnic 
potato salad or deviled to go with 
a summer lunch. And poultry 
marketing specialists claim there's 
a trick to shelling those hard- 
cooked eggs. Here is the method 
they recommend 

As soon as the egg is cooked, 
cool it immediately under running 
water to loosen the shell, pre- 
vent over-cooking and make hand- 
Ming easier. After you've cracked 
the shell by tapping it against a 
hard edge, loosen it by rolling the 
‘egg between your hands. Then hold 
the egg under cool water and be- 
gin peeling at the large end where 
theres an air space under the 
shell. The cool water helps ease 
off the shell. And there’s another 
advantage cooling the cooked 
egg promptly under running water.

Another hint for summer may 
help to prevent waste when you 
buy fresh asparagus. Try not to 
buy more than you can use im- 


mediately since fresh asparagus is 
highly perishable. But if it ts ne- 
cessary to keep it overnight, untie 
the bunch, trim off the tough ends, 
Jand rinse the stalks in water and 
dry. Never put asparagus away 
wet. After it’s dry place the stalks 
in a covered dish or in waxed pa- 
per and leave them in the refri- 
Berator. 


LOTS OF WILD BERRIES 
We picked our first wild straw- 
berries yesterday. They tasted won- 
derful! More tart than the culti- 
vated variety but they have a fla- 
yor all their own. The roadsides are 
covered with them just waiting to 
be picked. It’s a nice way to spend 
a lazy afternoon and get a nice sun 
bath at the same time. There arn't 
many locals coming in yet but they 
will be before long. We're all just 
ravenous for a strawberry pie. 


FROSTED BERRIES 

| The slickest way to freeze ber-| 
| ries, we have found, is to slice them 
and sprinkle sugar as we g0. The 
whole ones never have the flavor 
the sliced ones have but a lot de- 
pends on the berries. They must be 
firm but ripe. First wash them (be- 
fore huling) under a water faucet 
to remove all sand. Try and get 
them with as little sand as pos- 
sible so that they will need just a 
gentle spray to clean. Spread them 
out to dry as much as possible. Hull 
them and slice into containers im- 
mediately, sprinkling sugar as you 
}go along. When you have 4 or 5 jars 
ready for the freezer, put them in 
so as no flavor will be lost by stand- 
ing in the heat. Many use paper 
containers but the glass jars are 
a shade better for keeping them in 
perfect condition.

BETTER FLAVOR 

So many cooks ask us what we 
prefer for thickening fruit pies. 
Well we've tried everything but 
flour is our choice. We mix our 
flour --- a dessertspoonful to one 
tablespoon, depending on the fruit 
with our sugar. We then spread 
half of it on the bottom crust, put 
in the fruit and cover it with the 
remaining flour and sugar. We like 
our pies on the juicy side so may 
not add as much as some would.

Consigeraie improye- 
ment Was effected by. the introduc- 
tion in 1792, of Eau de Javel, which 
was made by absorbing chlorine in 
a solution of potash in water until 
effervescence began. “Javel’’,. accor- 
ding to some authorities, was the 
mame of the Paris suburb where 
the first javel water was manufac- 
tured, 4 
A few years later, with the de- 
yelopment of bleaching powder, 
prepared by passing chloring over 
lime, as it was known to chemists, 
came into being. The chemist 


as chlorine 


now knows javel water as sodium 
“typochlorite solution. A first cou- 
sin of bleaching powder. 

It was during the first world war 
that doctors Carrel and Dakin dis- 
covered the life-saving properties 
of sodium hypochlorite, and used 
{t in the Carrel-Dakin solution for 
irrigating deep open wounds. It 
also came into early use, and is 
still popular today in foot baths 
near swimming pools to prevent the 
spread of athlete's foot. 

In Canada the popularity of 
javel water took a sudden spurt 
during the terrible “flu epidemic of 
some 30 years ago when health au- 
thorities strongly recommended the 
USp of javel water as a disinfectant. 
Sodium hypochlorit, now finds a 
wide variety of applications in in- 
dustries and public institutions as 
fa bactericide, deodorant,, and ster- 
ilizing, bleaching and spotting ag- 
ent, In the form of javel water, it 
is used by the good housekeeper 
for numerous purposes where disin- 
fectants or deodorants may be re- 
quired, and, of course, to whiten 
her wash on wash days. 

A montreal manufacturer stated 
recently that in some sections of 
Canadian cities there is a large 
volume demand for the product 
while in other sections very few 
bottles are sold, It seems that 
once this useful liquid becomes 
known and accepted in a home, it 
becomes a tradition from genera- 
tion to generation. 

Asked why it became popular in 
Some homes and not in others, he 
Suggested that javel water would 
jalways remain suspect with people 
who disregarded directions. If di- 
rections are followed, Javel water is 
a safe, reliable, efficient servant. 

The damage {it can cause to fab- 
rics, metals and enamels through 
too liberal a use should not be, but 
often Is, blamed on the product it- 
\self instead of on the carless user.

““1¢ we ever hope to develop a real tourist indus- 


trv in Canada, maintains the Fi 1cial Post in an 
editorial, better accommodation is imperative. We 
can’t expect Americans to come here year after year* 
and spend their money on greasy meals, lumpy beds 


and outdoor plumbing. A respectable pig would refuse 
to enter some of the shacks along our highways that 
are labelled tourist cabins, : 

“Provision of better accommodation is everyones 
business, because a thriving tourist trade is to every- 
one’s advantage. But the responsibilty rests primarily 
with the municipal and provincial authorities. They 

or could have absolute control over the licensing 
of tourist’s cabins, restaurants, beverage rooms and 
hotels. That control should be tightened sufficiently 
to eliminate the relatively small number that cannot 
clean accommodation and at 


have 


or will not offer decent, 
a fair price.” 

“Last year American tourists spent about $230- 
millions in this country. This was almost a clear gain 
for Canada. side from a small amount of replace- 
able food and game there was no depletion whateyer 
of natural resources. The great majority of our Am- 
erican visitors simply came to see our scenery, coast 
down our hills, sail on our lakes or breathe our fresh 
air. They can go on doing that for a million years 
without any noticeable wear and tear. If we could 
ire these customers good meals and comfortable 
wherever they wanted to go, we could easily 
in ten times the present inflow.”

“How far this need has been met can be judged 
the present doleful state of our reserve navy, 
army and air force.

“Tt would be pointless, however, to accuse any 
one man or group of men for this sorry condition. 
The fault lies in the country as a whole. The average 
Canadian still thinks of the Reserve as an institution 
for social relaxation rather than a practical inyest- 
ment in future prosperity and peaceful way of life. 

“Until we as Canadians accept the fact that war 
is always a possibility, we will never realize the neces- 
sity of preparing for it. Until we realize that we will 
all be inextricably caught up in any future conflict 
and will have to proyide for it on a scale greater than 
ever before, we will remain indifferent to the neces- 
sary, expansive and wnspectacular job of being ready.” 

“If we accept the present set-up of a small, com-~< 
pact permanent defence force designed to become 
the nucleus of an expanded war machine we must 
accept the natural corollary — a trained reserve cap- 
able of quick, efficient expansion into such a war 
machine.” 

“We have no such reserve at present. To achieve 
jt Canadians must be given incentive to serve coupled 
with the general appreciation and approval of their 
fellows 

“Minister of National Defence Claxton said re- 
cently, “we also want all the men we can get for 
the reserve navy, army and the auxiliary air force. 
The reserve forces are a major part of Canada’s de- 
fence forces. In the event of an emergency the 
reserves would again constitute the framework for 
the organization of larger active forces.” i) 

LABOR WILL NEVER CATCH UP . 

AS LONG AS IT KEEPS AHEAD 

That may sound like a rather contradictions state- 
ment and on the surface it probably is but then labor 
is acting in a veryy contradictious manner in these 
days. 

Friday, in common with all other days of recent 
times brought news of further unrest in labor's ranks 
across the nation and in the far-flung parts of the 
world Canada is threatened with several addition- 
al mafor strikes while numerous shutdowns are in 
ress hoth here and abroad. 

An official of one union stated Friday that “a wide- 
spread walkout may be called to keep wages in pace 
with the rising cost of living in Canada.” How this 
‘officer of a leading trade union can ever conceive 
that a major strike will help to bring wages in line 
with the cost of living or, contribute to keeping the 
cost of living in fine with wages, is a mystery. It 
must be apparent even to. a casual student of the 
economics of business that anything which slows pro- 
duction or retards industry's output must of necessity 
increase the cost of the product it is producing. Thus 
eyen though the employees gain their increase in 
wages by the strike method, it is partly or wholly lost 
already by reason of the increase it has created in 
production costs and the reduction in output. 

It is for this reason that we say “Labor will never 
cateh up as long as it keeps ahead.” The time has 
come when, if labor is going to hold or reduce infla- 
tionary prices today, they must produce more and 
stop making increasing demands on industry An 
increased output haying the effect always of meeting

FINEST HOSPITAL 

When Sunnybrook Hospital was opened in Tor- 
onto last Saturday by Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie 
King, a new and great link in the Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs chain of healing centres officially be- 
came a part of that great chain. While some sections 
of the hospital have been in service for well over a 
a year now, It is only in the last few months that 
patients requiring normal hospital treatment have 
been admitted, 

Described by American medical authorities who 
have seen it, as the finest yeteran’s hospital on this 
continent, Sunnybrook is expected to have about 650 
patients in the near future. Its capacity will be about 
1,450. The hospital has already made a very real con- 
tribution to healing. The location of the Department's 
arthritic clinic, the hospital has given relief to almost 
1,200 patients. No cures are claimed by the hospital 
staff but much more is being learned about arthritis 
by the constant research which is going on. Con- 
siderable work also is being done at Sunnybrook in 
neuro-psychiatry while a number of paraplegic vet- 
erans are receiving special care and attention which 
their injuries require. 

Canadians have every reason for pride in the 
establishment and opening of such a fine institution. 
While there were those who were irked by the pace 
at which construction proceeded, they can rest as- 
sured that this was motivated by the desire to build 
well and assure veterans of the best accommodation 
obtainable. Combined with the best of treatment, 
patients at the hospital will receive the benefit of 
fresh air and sunshine—something which was not 
always possible at Christie Street Hospital which had 
long outliyed its usefulness. (Oshawa Times-Gazette) 


DAMAGED LEATHER ( 

Careless handling of livestock by farmers and 
shippers costs the American public millions of dollars 
each year for shoes and other leather goods. How 
the mishandling of livestock adds to the cost of shoes 
was the subject discussed recently by Dr. Fred 
O'Flaherty , director of the tanners’ council of the 
American laboratory of the University of Cincinnati. 

The damages to animal hides which are most 
pronounced are caused by grubs, lice, mange, mech- 
anical injury by wires, nails, brands and rough hand- 
ling in shipping. When a skin is injured—and most 
often such injury is in the most valuable part of the 
skin—the leather is inferior, _ 

Most skin damages appear when skins or hides. 
have been soaked in lime solution or the hair has 
been removed. Having paid the full price for the skins 
the tanner can only tan the poor with the good skins. 
Shoe leather for uppers are often degraded as much 
as 10 cents a square foot and for a pair of soles as 
much as 20 cents, says Dr. O'Flaherty. a 

Similar costly carelessness adds to the cost of 
shoes in this country where tanners also have to cope 
with the problem of damaged leather.

SCHOOL WILL SOON BE OUT 

School days will soon be over-for another term 
and when they are the number of children using the 
town’s streets will be greatly increased. This calls 
for extra care on the part of parents and motorists 
if tragedy is going to be kept out of vacation time. 

Statistics show that the number of accidents be- 
falling children using the streets of cities, towns and 
villages across the country register a marked increase 
during summer holiday time. 3 . 

In Ontario officials are showing initiative and fore 
though in an effort to help combat this trend. Tea- 
chers are being asked to give timely pre-holiday talks 
to,pupils on the necessity of exercising extreme. care 
while using the streets in the hope that their charges 
will be better equipped to “play safe” during holiday 
time. . 

- Byvidence that safety talks to children during the 
school term are paying off is contained in the follow- 
ing report on traffic accidents affecting school 
children: 

“Ontario school children have evidently been 
paying more attention to safety lectures than they 
did in 1947.” 

“Figures released by the Ontario Department of 
Highways shows a decrease in traffic deaths of school- 
children in the five to 14 age group of nine. The fig- 
ures--67 deaths in 1947, 58 fatalities in 1948.” 

It seems that something of this sort might be car- 
ried on by parents to advantage. A little time spent 
in briefing children on the need for care while using 
streets may mean the difference between a tragic 
and a happy holiday season for the young ones, 

Motorists too can play a vital role in preventing 
accidental injuries to children at this season by resolv- 
ing to drive just a little more carefully. After all the 
need for haste is, for most motorists, not so great that 
there isn’t time to consider the safety of children in 
the street whose very lives may depend on their ability 
to stop quickly in an emergency. 

Will you do your part to help protect the lives 
and limbs of Lindsay's children this summer holiday 
time? 

CONCERNING POLIO - - - 

With the season now commencing when polio —- 
infantile paralysis --- is most prevalent, editorials are 
beginning to appear in the nation’s press on this sub- 
ject. 

No doubt the majority of editors who take time 
out to write on this subject do so not to alarm people 
but in an effort to be helpful to them, However, that 
their efforts meet with the desired or intended result 
seems to be open to question. In fact, for some 
people, they may even have the effect of alarming 
them unnecessarily. 

There is an old saying which probably holds true 
when applied to editorializing on polio, a disease about 
which few real facts are known even to the medical 
profession, and that is ‘‘a little knowledge is some- 
times dangerous.” 

It would appear that ,the best interests of the 
public would be served if any Information regarding 
polio were given out in the form of a news item and 
then only from an accredited source. There are 
numerous symptoms which have been associated with 
the onset of polio,which might also apply to the start 
of many less serious ailments and therefore to list 
them would only be to cause unnecessary alarm with 
the possible effect of making people too polio con- 
scious. 

Probably the soundest advice for anyone to heed 
and the safest to give out in connection with this

RAW MILK DANGEROUS PDS ot SEM 

The Health League of Canada, through its gen- 
eral director, Dr. Gordon Bates, has issued an appeal 
to summer yacationists and travellers to carefully in- 
vestigate the source of supply of the milk they use 
this summer. 

“Although they know, or should know, that un- 
pasteurized milk is a germ carrier and a fine culture 
medium for virulent disease bacteria, numerous yaca- 
tionists and travellers this summer most likely will 
neglect to make sure their milk supplies are safe,” Dr. 
Bates said. “They will not, take the trouble to check 
whether the milk they obtain from farms, lunch 
rooms, restaurants or hotels, and other sources is safe 
—safe because it has been pasteurized. 

“Most of these persons are residents of urban cen- 
tres where pasteurized milk is delivered to their homes 
every day. For 49 or 50 weeks each year they are 
protected—knowingly or unknowingly—against “milk- 
borne diseases. Then for their short vacation period 
they throw all precaution to the winds and order milk, 
not knowing, and evidently not caring, whether it is 
pasteurized.” 

Dr. Bates said he wishes to emphasize that just 
one drink of contaminated raw milk could cause a per- 
son to become ill. He said raw milk can contain germs 
which cause such crippling or death-dealing diseases 
as typhoid fever, undulant fever, bovine tuberculosis, 
septic sore throat and dysentery. 

“So why should anyone take a chance on un- 
pasteurized milk,’’ Dr. Bates asks. “If the commercially 
| pasteurized variety is unobtainable, people can pas- 
teurize their own milk. The Health League of Canada 
111 Avenue Road, Toronto 5, Ontario, -will supply a 
free booklet outlining home pasteurization ‘methods 
| to anyone interested. Public health departments also 
can help. —Oshawa Times-Gazette.

A NEW TREATMENT FOR AONE 
PIMPLES 


As a new group of teen--age boys 
and girls approach puberity every 
year, and with their gland changes 
appear many cases of pimples (ac- 
ne), I try to hand on to parents 
and patients anything new in the 
treatment of this disfiguring all- 
ment. 

I have spoken before of the vios- 
terol treatment of acne, in which 
10 to 20 drops are taken in water 
every day for 4 to 6 weeks. Other | 
treatments are injections of gland | 
extracts, avoiding sweets and fat 
foods, and more outdoor exercise. 

‘That acre appears as part of the 
change from boyhood and girlhood 
inté manhood and womanhood has 
been well established. Research 
workers have been able to cause 
pimples on a clear skin by inject- 
ing sex extract.. Also, the fact that 
pimples disappear in the majority 
of cases after manhood and wo- 
manhood are reached shows that 
gland change is the important fact- 
or in acne. 


A new method of treating acne 
is suggested in Dr. George McKee's 
book, “Skin Disease in Children,” 
which is worth trying under med- 
ical supervision. The treatment ts 
simply cutting down on fat foods 
and taking two grains of thyroid 
extract daily by mouth. These foods 
should not be eaten; (except cot- 
tage cheese), lard, crisco, {fried 
foods, including potato chips, pork 
nuts and peanuts, butter, cod liver 
ofl and vitamin A consentrates, 
gravy, egg yolk. These are all good 
foods and especially helpful for 
growing children; but because of 
the gland changes in some children 
at the age of puberty, they should 
be avoided or greatly reduced to 
prevent acne.. 


Because pimples appear on the 
skin, it is ony natural to think of 
them simply as a skin disease and 
to apply various lotions, ointments 
and powders. These applications 
and the careful opening of the pus 
pimples may be necessary and help 
some cases, but the underlying 
trouble is in the oil glands of thre 
skin due to some condition present 
“thickening” the oil which keeps 
the skin pliable. 

This new treatment - cutting down 
on the fat or oil foods, and taking 
thyroid extract to “whip up” the 
body processes to greater activity- 
seems logical. 

USING ADJUSTMENT OG — 
CUPATIONS WITH VETERANS. 


As medical officers during World 
War I we were concerned almost 
entirely during the examination of 
a recruit with his physical con- 
dition. If he were 5 feet 4 inches, 
had a three inch expansion of 
chest, no heart or lung disease, no 
hernia, feet not flat,, he was ac- 
cepted for military service. There 
was No attempt to learn about his 
emotional condition. 

Fortunately, in World War II, 
medical officers, assisted by psychi- 
atrists, tried to find out the em- 
otional condition of recruits be- 
cause World War I showed that 
emotional disturbances were made 
worse by military service at home 
or abroad. 

In the “Journal of the Indiana 
Medical Association,” Dr. Howard 
A. Steliner, Fort Wayne, Ind., 
states that of some 218 veterans 
who were discharged because of a 
neurotic (emotional or nervous) 
sickness, all but 16 had gainful oc- 
cupations before service. 


The period of time between the 
discharge from the armed forces 
and actual return to work might be 
used as a gauge for the severity of | 
the symptoms. Thirty-five per cent 
rested from one to two months be- 
fore seeking re-employment. Seyen- 
teen veterans rested for six or more 
months , and several did no use- 
ful work for one year. 


The number of jobs since dis- 
charge from the armed forces | 
sent in the veterans. Fifty-two per 
cent held only one job, and 13 per 
cent held three jobs. Three vet- 
erans had seven or more jobs, | 
while one veteran had 12 jobs, 


Another startling fact was that 
only one of every three were hold- 
ing the same job or type of job as 
before they entered the service. The 
remaining two of every three have | | 
had one ot more jobs different from 
the jobs they had before entering 
the service. Thirty-seven veterans 
who returned to their former jobs 
were unable to do the work and 
had to take other kinds of work.

purpose of study. Metopon is the 
drug which these worthy organ- 
izations have given to pain-rack- 
ed patients throughout the world

tions, is twice as effective in re- 
lieving pain, and its effects lest 
longer.

Another great advantage is that 
metopon can be taken in tablet 
form by mouth, no hypodermic in- 
jection needed. However, to make 
this drug available only to those 
who need it most (cancer suf- 
ferers), metopon can be obtained 
only by physicians and hospitals 
who must state patient's name, 
needed. It is on receipt of this re- 
port that a further supply of met- 
opon will be issued to physicians 
and hospitals.

You have been reading much about 
heart disease because it stands Ist 
as a cause of death. The first heart 
disease mentioned in textbooks or 
by health writers is shortness of 
breath, getting out of breath on 
slight exertion.

Head- | 
aches, commonly dull and in the 
forehead, worse on exertion. 6, Var- 
fable complaints, including faint- 
ing, dizziness, excessive sweating, 
blueness of the skin, tngling of | 
fingers and toes and other em- | 
otional symtoms.

At least ten persons died in On- 
tario, nine in Quebec, two in New 
Brunswick, and a four-year-old 
boy died following an auto accid- 
ent on Prince Edward Island. 
Three young men were drown- 
ed early yestergay morning near 
Berthier, Quebec, and last night in 
Montreal, a street car-automobile 
collision took two more victims. 

A young girl four-year-old Diana 
Bedard was drowned in three feet 
of water in Yellow Lake near Que- 
bec City. 

Twenty-six year old John Say- 
ban of Harley, failed to gee a pas- 
sengér train as he was bicycling a- 
cross the tracks six miles north- 
west of Dell. He was instantly 
killed yesterday. 

Youngest week-end victim was 
12 year old Carol Thibedeau of Pe- 
trolia, Carol was drowned at Wal- 
laceburg yesterday when she fell 
from a cement breakwater into the 
turning basin of the Sydenham Ri- 
ver. 

Other weekend drowning victims 
were 18-year-old Fernand Meyer of 
Cornwall and Thomas Bellehumeur 
of Penetanguishene. Meyer was 
drowned in the St. Lawrence River, 
100 feet east of the St. Lawrence 
Park, when he fell from a canoe. 
Bellehumeur was drowned near 
Minnicog Island off Midland, when 
his boat overturned.

has attended. He suspects he holds 
the same record for baked ham and 
fried chicken. 

In addition to his 
achievements since being head of 
the Legion, he claims several other 
titles. He has made 1703 speeches 
in 610 cities in 44 states while tray- 
eling more than 100,000 miles. For 
the same period of time Jim's re- 
cord even tops that of presidential 
aspirant Harold Stassen. 

Bis last visit to Boston O'Neil cites 
as a typical day in the life of a 
National Commander; 

“Arrive at 6:30 in the morning. 
Speak to 300 persons at a formal 
breakfa. Meet the mayor at the 
city hall to give a short speech ac- 
cepting the key to the city, Rush 
to a studio for a 15- minute radio 
interview.Speed out to the Gover- 
nor’s office for a special meeting. 
Speak to 700 persons at lunch. Meet 
the city’s top Legion officials for 
a two-hour business meeting Break 
it up just as it is getting interesting 
for another radio speech. Rush to & 
reception which preceeds a ban- 
quet. The banquet calls for a one- 
hour-and-a-half speech to 1200 
persons, which is broadcast on & 
big network. Leave before banquet 
is over to catch a plane to the next 
city. Try to sleep on the plane.” 

Even that routine could get mon- 
otonous. So the Legion boys along 
the way do their best to vary it for 
him. 

Like the time O'Neil visited a city 
in Texas. They met his car at the 
city limits. Before he had time to 
even start a speech they had him 
on a frisky palomino pony parad- 
ing through the streets, followed by 


gastronomic 


a brass band, Four hours later they 
helped him dismount and sent him 
on his way. Lying across the back 
seat of his car, he admitted it was 
the first time he had been on a 
horse since his last visit to Texas- 
in 1917 with a cavalry outfit. 

The Texas experience was second 
only to what happened to him one 
dark night as he and his aide were 
trying to reach the engagement by 
car, Suddenly they found the road 
ahead blocked with several cars, 
and men flashing lights.

Previously, Canada, the United 
States, and other governments 
quickly’ appropriated uranium 
wherever it was found. There was 
little incentive for private inter- 
ests to invest time and capital. 
One of the first strikes reported 
following the new government pol- 
icy was by Gold Uranium Explor_ 
ation Ltd., owner of 23 uranium 
claims about 100 miles south of 
Eldorado Mine, a company headed 
by Gene Tunney, retired heavy- 
weight champion. 

This spring the Ontario Gov- 
ernment Department of Mines an- 
nounced It would send geo_physic_ 
ists to Cobalt, about to explore for 
uranium on the premise that this 
etal {s usually found in close 
association with cobalt. 

About 3 million tons of cobolt 
are piled on the hillsides of this 
historic mining camp, placed there 
y n cobalt had little value but 
had to be removed in order to get 
at the rich silver veins of Co- 
balt’s 44 mines, 

Immediately following the Gov- 
ernment announcement prospectors 
converged on the little community 


“ with their Geiger-Muller counters,

The wounded are still stretched 
out on the streets of the cities and 
towns in the disaster area. And re- 
scue workers are digging deep into 
the debris for possible other vic- 
ims. 

Thousands of homeless men and 
women and children wander among 
the ruins in search of food and shel- 
ter. Doctors and relief people are 
working overtime.

how great a toll the earthquakes 
took in lives and property, Allied

But Japanese officials estimate 
that a total of 400-thousand per- 
sons were either killed, injured or 
made homeless in the disaster. They 
don't break this figure down to give 
any idea of the fatalities.

Toronto, June 25 (BUP) — Half. 
a hundred women inmates of Mer- 
cer Reformatory in Toronto staged 
a sit-down strike today and then 
battled police who were called to 
get them back to their cells. 
Windows and crockery were 
broken in the short-lived melee, 
before the women were returned to 
their cells. Ontario reform institu- 
tions Minister George Dunbar says 
none of the women was hurt. 
But Toronto police say that sev- 
eral of the policemen called to the 
scene “received injuries as the 
women fought with whatever they 
could lay their hands on. 
One of the most seriously injured 
was detective sergeant Sam Wels- 
ford, who had his wrist broken by 
a baseball bat wielded by one of 


|the inmates. 


Dunbar says the sit-down strike 
erupted almost out of the clear blue 
shortly before 11 o'clock this mor- 
ning. 

He told the British United Press 
that during dinner hour last night 
one woman inmate became unruly 
and struck another. She was rem- 
oved to her cell and nothing further 
occurred. 

Dunbar says suddenly this morn- 
several inmates insisted that 
the woman be allowed out of her 
cell. They insisted that she be 
brought back. And to back up their 
demands they held a_ sit-down 
strike in the dining hall. 
Officials of the Reform Institu- 
tion Department were sent to Mer- 
cer Reformatory to look into the 
matter. Dunbar says they talked 
to the woman who had been discip- 
lined last night by being sent to 
her cell. And found that there was 
no trouble in that quarter.

ed the cells after a brief but fierce 
battle.

Four devastating earthquakes, 
following by at least nine tidal wav- 
jes. caused widespread destruction in 
|Japan. 

{ Scattered reports say 600 persons 
lare dead and injured as a result 
fof the quakes and the fires that 
\followed. An unconfirmed report 
| says 300 dead have been counted in 
the city of Fukui (Foo-kii-ee) alone. 

The quake was felt most strong- 
ly in Ishikawa, Toyama and Fukul, 
along the sea of Japan, north of 
Tokyo Observatory says the quake 
centered in the bed of the Japan 
sea about 40 miles off the coast. 

Early reports indicate that Kukui 
City is the hardest hit. 

The Japanese Ministry of Com- 
munications has been informed 
that Fukui-—a city of 52-thousand 
—has been “virtually wiped out,” 
fexcept for two or thre buildings. 
Fires roared throurh the flimsy 
paper and wood dwellings, reduc- 
ing them to ashes.

The meeting wag called by the 
Lindsay Hydro Commission to br- 
ing Red Seal representatives be- 
fore the contractors. 

Mr, Jack Moore, manager of Red 
Seal Electric Service League of Ont- 
tario, explained the idea. He com- 
menced by telling them that Can- 
adians were too apt to say, when 
asked about anything, that “it was 
not so bad”. He said that they sho- 
uld not be so modest and should 
blow their own trumpet a little 
more. “We have in Ontario the 
largest adequate electrical program 
in the world bar none”, he continued 

The whole idea of Red Seal was 
then explained by Mr. Moore. He 
went on to say thal the movement 
wanted Ontario to lead the world 
in electrical developement and this 


could be done if people looked to 
the future and had their houses 
adequately wired. The Red Seal 
system was the very minimum of 
adequate wiring to live with com- 
parative electric comfort. 

A Red Senl cainpaign was ad- 
vocated by Mr. Moore in Lindsay 
and the contractors were asked to 
co-operate with the Hydro-Com- 
mission, who said they were whole- 
heartedly behind Red Seal, and 
what it stood for. All contractors 
present were willing to fall in with 
the idea and are calling a meeting 
at a later date along with the Lin- 
dsay Hydro to discuss the matter 
more thoroughly. 

Red Seal representatives also 
suggested last night that the local 
electricians and ‘contractors form 
their own association, which it was 
explained would be benificial to one 
and all. No decision was reached 
as regards to this move.

The earliest mention of a town 
Hall is recorded in the first coun- 
cil minute book stating that the 
first Council Meeting was held in 
the Town Hall on Napdale St. April 
21st. 1884. 

Meetings were also held in Spen- 
ce’s Hall or the Regulator McSwey- 
gn Hall and Eldon House. 

If you look up at the store of Mc- 
Kague Bros. you will readily see 
the name “The Regulator,” is still 
there. This large Hall above the 
store was: used for years for public 
meetings. The town hall on Wap- 
ale St. was repaired in 1886 and 
two rooms were added to the west 
side, one room for the judge and 
the other for the jury. It was cal- 
led the Town Ball and lock-up. 

The jail was a stone building be- 
tween the Town Hall and a, frame 


house owned by Mr. James and 
later burned down. 
During Mr. Camerons term as 


Reeve he had Biddy Young of Bal- 
sover put in jail because she had 
been drinking.

EQUIPMENT FOR THE HOSPITAL 
AN INVESTMENT IN HEALTH 

Current interest in Lindsay is centered around 
the forthcoming campaign by the Kiwanis Club for 
funds to purchase added, much needed equipment for 
the Ross Memorial Hospital. 

Lindsay’s hospital has long been a source of pride 
to the community as an istitution which has been 
rendering a humanitarian service to the district for 
many years. It is a hospital with facilities unparal- 
leled in few town’s of Lindsay's size and it is only na- 
tural that any undertaking to enable it to be of greater 
service should be of interest to the people who depend 
on it in times of illness or disaster. 

The Ross Memorial Hospital has been success- 
fully providing modern hospital faciitiies to patients 
at a cost which is below that of any like institution 
in Ontario. During late years demands on the hos- 
pital have increased steadily—the number of people 
now seeking hospital accommodation having increased 
tremendously in recent umes. Then, too, the costs 
of providing hospital services has risen steadily due 
to the current marked increases In the cost of sup- 
plies and genera! maintenance. 

All these thing have put an added strain on the 
resources at the disposal of the management with the 
result that not as many improvements and replace- 
ments have been made to existing equipment as was 
desired. Being aware of this, and desiring to be of 
help, the Kiwanis Club has decided to make an ef- 
fort to ease the load and help provide some needed 
accessories. Hence the launching of the present cam- 
paign for voluntary subscriptions to this cause. 

Nearly everyone in this age is requiring of hos- 
pital treatment at one time or another. Naturally, 
when they are confronted with the need for hospital- 
ization, they want the best for the least. They want 
to feel that the equipment being used to restore them 
to health is the most modern available and that they 
will be able to take advantage of medical science’s 
most advanced methods of treatments. 

In view of this it seems that any contribution 
toward the campaign fund can rightly be termed an 
investment in health. It is one way in which every- 
one in Lindsay can help gain the assurance that when 
the need hospital treatment, it will be available in 
its moet advanced form right here at home. 


A WISE DECISION

The holding of bingoes in connection with money- 
raisng schemes launched bythe varios service clubs 
has long been a thorn in the sides of club officials. 
The true position of a bingo game in the eves of thé 
law was most elusive with the result that any service 
club utilizing this method of raising money was al- 
ways on tenderhooks as to the legal complications 
which might follow. For Kiwanis Ciub officials this 
period of uncertainty is now a thing of the past. The 
same thing may be said of many other games of 
chance utilized by service clubs to make monéy. 
Naturally, there will bé those who will not think 
so well of the organization's decision to abandon gamb- 
ling as a source of revenue. However, it is unlikely 
that those who favor this method of raising funds 
will deny that the best interests of the community are 
being served by elimimating the gambling factor from 
service club activities. 


A HEALTHY TREND IN FRATERNAL AFFAIRS 

The current issue of the “Freemason” contains 
further evidence of a definitely healthier trend in the 
affairs of fraternal and social organizations. 

The “Freemason” calls attention to, and sup- 
ports editorially, new regulations contained in a dir- 
ective recently issued from the office of the Most Wor- 
shipful Grand Master relating to intoxicating liquors 
and their place in Masonic affairs. The new regula- 
tions as outlined are as follows: 

(1) The serving. use or consumption of intoxicants 
at any function held under Masonic auspices or at any 
gathering of the Craft Masons is prohibited. ; 

(2) The above regulation covers secretive posses- 
sion and consumption of liquor by a member or guest 
at a lodge “At Home” or any other lodge gathering. 

(3) No mrember of the Craft shall attend any lodge 
assembly in an intoxicated condition. 

(4) The bringing of any intoxicants upon the lodge 
premises owned or controlled by Masons is prohibited. 
No such premises owned or controlled by Masons shall 
be leased for any function, such as wedding récep- 
tions, dances or other entertainment, unless there is 
a definite agreement with the lessee that no intoxi- 
cats shall be served or consumed upon or brought on- 
to such premisés. 

It is interesting to note this type of fraternal leg- 
islation which must have taken a great deal of cour- 
age to launch and it is only proper that those who 
show leadership in stich undertakings should be 
encouraged by those who endorse the prime objective 
—exemplary fraternal and social life.

Who can imagine the Canadian people accepting 
as facts the returns of an election which was conducted 
without a properly safe-guarded secret ballot, without 
candidates representing any group who wished to 
nominate them, without scrutineers, and without super 
vision by independent non-political electoral officers? 

Communist election figures should not be re- 
garded as anything more than a communist claim 
purporting to give the result of a compulsory, control- 
led- communist yote.—The Scene. 


WEALTH NOT EVERYTHING 

In these days when the desire to accumulate wealth 
seems to be the driving urge behind so many lives, it is 
réfreshing to find there are some people who are more 
concerned with their personal comfort than the accum- 
ulation of large sums of money. 

Take for instance the case of the Missouri woman 
who recently ordered a well driller to seal up a well 
with concrete when the driller struck oil and asked 
him to drill another.

GIVE HIM NO QUARTER 

The premiums of persons who contribute to group 
pension plans are exempt from income tax. But the 
unfortunatés who have to provide for their own retire- 
ment, and who endeavor to do so through the medium 
of annuities, are accorded no such privilege. The 
Finance Minister has also reduced the interest on goy- 
ernment annuities and will no longer meet the cost 
of administration. This, it is estimated, together with 
actuarial increases, will add 15 to 30 per cent to the 
cost of annuitiés. The privilege of paying premiums 
when convenient, instead of on fixed dates one of the 
most attractive features of government annuities, also 
is being withdrawn. This may have involved added 
bookkeeping, but it prevented annuity payments from 
being burdensome and discouraging at times.

This never affects the leaves, roots 
or fruit of the parent plant but only 
the seed, so gardeners are quite un- 
conscious of the mixture, unless they 
save the seed and sow it; then instead 
of having a pure strain, of one variety, 
they will have a mixture of types. 

But when they try to grow melons, 
and harvest one which fs not as sweet 
as it should be, they look about for 
squash or cucumbers growing near, 
and often assert that the lack of flavor 
in the melon is due to the proximity 
of the other vines. 

The idea that squash and cucum- 
bers can be crossed with melons is so 
deeply rooted that it is difficult to 
combat, and in some community gar- 
dens a ban is placed on any vine 
crops except melons being grown. 

If such a cross could be made it 
would not affect this year's melons, 
except in the seed. But it cannot oc- 
cur. Two varieties of melons -will 
cross, without effect on either except 
for their seed; the same is true ot 
two varieties of squash, or of cucum- 


rete squash will cross with 
pumpkins, all without effect on the 
current crop, The seed, however, 
should not be saved:

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One of the discouraging diseases 
for patient and physician is tuber- 
culosis of the skin, lupus. vulgaris. 

Im spite of the usual treatment 
given for tuberculosis of the lungs 
and other organs only an occasion- 
al case of lupus vulgaris has been 
successfully treated and a cure ob- 
tained. 

Some months ago I reported. sev- 
eral cases of lupus vulgaris had been 
cured by Dr. J. Charpy (France) 
by the use of vitamin D during the 
past seven years. Dr. Charpy gives 
an adult 15 milligrams of vitamin 
D in an alcoholic solution: twice a 
week for four weeks. He follows this 
with the same dose weekly for per- 
oids ranging from two months to 
two years. 

This treatment should be ac- 
companied by a diet containing 
1 1-2 pints of milk a day with 
plenty of meat, fruit and vegetables. 
Fats should be taken sparingly 
and table salt greatly reduced and 
omitted entirely three days a week 
The patient should take no alcohol 
or whole wheat bread and should 
live in the open air. The good ef- 
fects of the treatment should be 
evident on the fifteenth day. 

The above report on the work of 
Dr. Charpy, together with a report 
on the work of Dr. G. B, Dowling, 
London, was sent to the “Journal 
of the American Medical Assooi- 


ent. 


Dr. Dowling described his re- 
sults with vitimin D before he knew 
of Dr. Charpy’s work. He gave doses 
of 150'000 units of vitamin D a day. 
He treated 39 patients to the end of 
1945. Of these’ 18 are free from 
lupus, 9 improved, while 5 show no 
change.

conclusion was reached that where 
there was fluorine in the drinking 
water there was less decay in the 
teeth of children continuously us- 
ing the water throughout life. And 
even after the child has stopped 
drinking the water, or fluorine has 
been removed from the. water, lit- 
tle or no decay occurs for a con- 
siderable time afterward. 

In “American Journal of Disease 
of Children,” Dr. F. J. McClure 
Stated that where there was | as 
much as from one-half to 1 part 
per million of fluorine in the water, 
the decay of teeth was greatly red- 
uced, and this amount of fluorine 
in the drinking water did not af- 
feot the health. : 

In New York State, two neigh- 
poring cities used drinking water 
low in fluorine with the samp am- 
ount of decay of teeth present with 
children, In order to. test the effect 
of fluorine in the water, one city 
in 1944 added 1 part per million of 
fluorine and other did not. The 
result of this experiment after two 
years is recorded by Dr. S, B. Finn 
and D. B. Ast in “Science.” 

The report shows that in the 
city in which 1 part per million of 
fluorine was placed in the drinking 
water, the organisms causing tooth 
decay were greatly reduced in 
number, whereas the number of 


‘Dr. Rambert reports that 2 daily 
dose of 10 to 20 milligrams of folic 
acid by mouth increases the appe- 
tite and weight after the first two 
or three days of treatment, which 
may be continued for 10-13 days. 
Even high doses of 400 mg. have 
been well tolerated by patients. 

However, a definite recovery from 
pernicious anemia cannot be ob- 
tained with one course of folic acid 
treatment. A normal blood cond- 
tion resulted only after mainten-

In other words, foli¢ acid builds 
up the blood itself; thus giving phys- 
ical strength to the patient; but

LATEST IN GLASSES 

The eye-glasses have come a long 
way since grandma used to thumb 
through the Mall Order Catalogue 
to pick out a pair of spectacles, 
Even when thiS dangerous prac- 
tice was abandonéd, and prescript- 
fon fittings became general, there 
was still the problem of appearance 
to worry about, Many an unlucky 
maiden with faulty optics prefer- 
fered to peer into the gloom with 
a horrid squint rather than don 
the thick bifocals that seemed to 
make life pass her by. 

To-day old fashioned spectacles 
are out. And even thelr neater and 
more fashionable descendants are 


in favor of invisible contact lenses. 
Thanks to years of patient research 
by a few enterprising eéxperiment- 
alists, you may now wear visual 
alds without anyone ever being the 
wiser, 

Originally made of blown or gro- 
und glass, an increasing number of 
contact lens types are being made 
crystal clear “Lucite” a resin, which 
seems to be the ideal material for 
this purpose. 

Technicians at the Lucite labor- 
atory in Montreal say no two éye- 
balls are ever alike, And therefore 
individual castings ‘must always be 
made. The procedure of taking the 
impression on the eyeball. 

ings is quite painless. The doctor 
freezes the eye and then the tech- 
nician inserts a trial lens to de- 
termine the strength of the set to 
be made. The eyelid is next drawn 
back and a cupful of a special jelly 
is placed over the eye to obtain the 
impreession of the eyeball. 

The castings are sent to the lab- 
oratory along with the patient’s pre- 
scription and other instructions. 
Here a small square of “Lucite” is 
heated and moulded over each cast- 
ing. After a rough trimming, -the 
lens is ready for the most ticklish 
part of the entire part of the oper- 
ation. This consists of hollowing out 
the centre part of the lens so that 
it will not touch the cornea, and 
then grinding and polishing the out- 
side of this central portion to meet 
the requirements of the prescription. 
This is where a little thing called 
the Lensometer, comes in. Each 
little lens i§ fitted into the micro- 
scope-like instrument until the in- 
dicator which has been previously 
“set”, shows that it conforms ex- 
| actly to the requirements. Absolute 
precision is necessary, but it is pos- 
sible to make the lenses without the 
slightest deviation from the pre- 
scription. 

Before fitting the lenses they are 
filled with a solution which glows

‘orderly garden. Lack of proper stak- 
ing means it you are reasonably 
‘sure to have some wrecked and messy 
| beds later in the season. A heavy rain 
| or wind storm is likely to knock over 
tall and heavy foliage plants which 
jnaturally have stems not sufficiently 
| sturdy to stand up under such circm- 
Stances. 

Delphiniums are the first plants in 
the garden to show the need for stak- 
ing. The heavy spikes of bloom on 
these apely, perennials make them 
singularly susceptible to destruction 
by winds or heavy rains. Stake them 
ibefore the buds start to open. 

Gladiolus with heavy 
,bloom are likely to need stakes. Lilies 
and iris of the taller types also need 
this assistance. Tall African and 
French marigolds are tipped over by 
wind or rain and me a jungle.
